Joe Namath 
Tells All: 


“WHY THAD 
MY 
ROUGHEST 
YEAR

His statistics, as always, were 
impressive. But his results 
were not. What made the 
difference for Broadway Joe 
and the Jets last year? 


THE SLOPE-SHOULDERED quarter- 
back drifted back, his gimpy, often- 
injured knees wobbling ever so slightly. 
The scoreboard said Detroit 17, New 
York Jets 7. It was third down and eight 
yards to go on the Lions’ 10 and clearly 
it was time for one of Joe Willie 
Namath’s rifle passes. 

But Namath, playing it cozy, chose 
a draw play handoff instead and the 
Lions destroyed the idea just as they 
did the Jets, 37-20 that day. It seemed 
a strange call in an obvious passing 
situation for one of pro football’s most 
proficient passers. It was a distressingly 
conservative move for Namath, who 
stayed healthy for a change last year 
but was red-dogged by pro football’s 
changing defensive face. 

Tired of being burned by bombs that 
repeatedly strafed their pass defenses, 
the pro coaches cooked up a little 
scheme to discourage the long pitches 
that quarterbacks like Namath delight 
in delivering. They call it the zone 
defense and they have sent more than 
one quarterback off the field mumbling 
to himself. 

The new-fangled defenses were 
introduced without consulting Namath, 
who had been limited to nine games in 
two seasons before 1972. When Joe Wil- 
lie returned to action, the defenses had 
some surprises for him. They weren’t 
very nice. 

“I guess I’m just not reacting to defen- 
sive changes the way I did before,” he 


said. “Maybe the two years off have 
taken something away.” 

General Manager-Coach Weeb 
Ewbank defended his quarterback. “I 
don’t think anybody can lay off for a 
couple of years and come back and have 
the same touch,” sard Ewbank. “And 
don’t forget, other than Don Maynard, 
he’s got three new receivers.” 

Still, there was a certain uneasiness 
about Namath’s approach that had 
never shown up before in the flam- 
boyant quarterback’s play-calling. 

“He’s not the same quarterback,” said 
one Jet, who played with Namath at 
his best as well as last season. “When 
he’s in doubt now, he goes long. The 
good quarterbacks, like Norm Snead, 
are all pickers.” 

Snead, working across town with the 
New York Giants, captured the 
National Football League passing title. 
Namath was a morbid eighth among 
American Conference passers and 14th 
in the overall standings. 

The main culprit for Namath, it 
seemed, was the complicated defenses 
constructed to break down bombers like 
out Elizabeth Taylor. Joe Willie, it 
seems, has always had bum knees. 
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him. “You can’t break up a zone like 
you used to,” said Ewbank. “They’re too 
sophisticated these days.” 

Namath shook his head over the 
explosion of new defensive formations. 
“The defenses have adjusted and 
changed,” said Joe Willie. “They’re 
tougher to read and I admit ’'m having 
trouble. Movies are one thing, but 
you've got to look at a team on the field.” 

There were 30 candles on Namath’s 
last birthday cake and that number 
combined with his less than awesome 
season and history of health problems 
had some people wondering if the quar- 
terback was 100 per cent physically. 
Namath blunted that suggestion 
quickly. 

“This is the best I’ve felt in any year 
that I’ve played, physically,” he said. 
“There’s absolutely nothing wrong with 
my arm. And I know this sounds crazy, 
but I took vitamins this year . . . a mix- 
ture of Vitamin C and Vitamin E and 
some other stuff and it really helped. 
One dayI was standing there and I 
said, ‘hey, my knees don’t hurt.’” 

Namath without aching knees is like 
Richard Burton making a movie with- 
Strangely, last season when the Jets

scene was strewn with casualties, 
Namath stayed healthy and played 
every game. It was ironic because it had 
been crippling injuries to Namath that 
had always seemed to block New York’s 
return to the Super Bowl. Then, with 
Joe finally in one piece in 1972, every- 
body else seemed to get hurt. 

In past years, backup quarterbacks 
like Bob Davis and Al Woodall have 
tried, usually unsuccessfully, to fill in 
for the injured Namath. The rap on his 
replacements was that they simply 
couldn’t read the defenses as well as 
Joe did. Namath’s instant recognition 
of the alignments he had to work 
against was often credited to an instinct 
that only he owns. Joe laughed off that 
suggestion. 

“It isn’t instinct,” said Namath. “It’s 
study, study and more study. Instinct 
won’t do it for a quarterback anymore.” 

Namath remembers the good old days 
when a quarterback with an arm like 
his could really dominate a game. 
That’s just not true anymore though. 

“Each year it gets tougher, believe 
me,” he said. “And this year was the 
roughest I can ever remember.”

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a league-leading 2,816 yards in the air. Still, the new zone defenses hurt him. 


What it all comes down to is the 
sophistication of the defenses, commit- 
ted not to getting caught by one-on-one 
situations against speed burners like 
Rich Caster, Eddie Bell and Maynard 
of the Jets. 

“Three years ago, the zone defenses 
... the double-double coverage on deep 
men, with variations of angles, began 
to take away the deep passes,” Namath 
said. “It takes study. You have to vary 
your dropbacks depending on the depth 
of the pass you want.” 

One way out is to throw to the set- 
backs but the Jets’ two most dependable 
backs, John Riggins and Emerson 
Boozer, both had injury problems last 
year. 

Namath, of course, would prefer the 
longies that made him one of the most 
respected passers in the league. But he 
and Ewbank recognize that the 
defenses won't allow that anymore. 

“We haven’t changed our philosophy 
about throwing the ball,” said Ewbank. 
“We pass as much as anyone. You don’t 
just say, they got a touchdown so we're 
going to throw one, bang, right away.” 

Ironically, it was just that kind of 
approach that gave Namath one of the 
greatest passing days in history early 
last season. He erupted for 496 yards 
and six touchdown passes against Balti- 
more in an awesome shootout with 
Johnny Unitas. Three of those TD 

’ pitches came in an incredible 89 seconds 
and four of his scores came on passes 
of 65 yards or more. And the explosive 
show came against the Colts, one of the 
10 


NFL's earliest and most devoted expo- 
nents of the anti-bomb zone. 

“There are all kinds of zones,” said 
Namath. “They have to be exploited in 
different ways.” 

Joe Willie obviously had found the 
key to the Colts’ zone but was less for- 
tunate against some of the others he 
encountered. “Down in Baltimore,” said 
Ewbank, “it was an unusual situation. 
You can’t expect that kind of back and 
forth scoring all the time.” 

Namath chuckles over critics who 
question his 1972 performance. He 
gained 2,816 yards passing, more than 
any quarterback in the league, and 
completed exactly half of the 324 passes 
he threw. Those members aren’t bad. 

But he did have 21 of his tosses inter- 
cepted, and that’s not good. Archie 
Manning of New Orleans and Fran Tar- 
kenton of Minnesota, were his closest 
pursuers in the yardage chase and none 
of that trio managed to pilot his team 
to better than a .500 season. So, 
obviously, passing yardage doesn’t 
always spell a successful season for a 
quarterback. 

Despite the considerable amount of 
yardage he rolled up, Namath some- 
times had embarassing misses with his 
receivers. “Sometimes, I’ve misread 
receivers,” he said, “thinking they 
would go one way and they would go 
another. It’s just a matter of working 
at it. And there have been some stupid 
interceptions on my part. Like throwing 
late over the middle, which you should 
never do.” 


Yet, Namath did it. Why, no‘one 
seemed to know, not even Joe Willie. 
It could have been rustiness. He missed 
a stretch of 18 consecutive games dur- 
ing 1970 and 1971 and a layoff of that 
proportion can cause problems for any 
athlete, especially a quarterback whose 
success depends on pinpoint timing and 
precision. 

Precision, at least off the field, hasn’t 
always been one of Namath’s best 
traits. There was, for example, the time 
last winter when he was playing in a 
celebrity football-baseball golf tourna- 
ment in San Juan, Puerto Rico. He over- 
slept and left partner Willie Mays wait- 
ing to tee off. Mays stormed off angrily 
after cooling his heels for awhile and 
Namath later apologized. 

Like so many other things, the 
episode was magnified because it 
involved Namath. He is a magnetic per- 
sonality, on and off the field and he can’t 
help but draw attention. He is, by no 
means, only a jock either. He has done 
a considerable amount of television 
work as well as a couple of movies. 

“I like variety,” Joe said. “I want to 
keep doing a lot of things. To me, foot- 
ball always has been the center and all 
the other stuff ’'ve done—the movies, 
the TV shows, the business things—has 
been scheduled around football. 

‘Td never get bored with football,” 
he continued. “Football is first with 
me—never forget that.” 

‘Namath was less than thrilled with 
his 1972 season, simply because it 
didn’t match up to the high standards 
he sets for himself. He considers himself 
the best quarterback in football and is 
deeply disappointed when his perfor- 
mance falls short of that level. That is 
not arrogance—it is confidence. 

“Tm not arrogant,” he said. “Football 
is a humbling—even a humiliating 
game. If you get arrogant, the guys will 
kick your butt. I don’t need to be 
arrogant. I’m embarrassed when I see 
arrogance.” 

Despite his problems with the zones 
last year, Namath is not ready to sur- 
render to football’s new-fangled 
defenses. He thinks they can be solved 
with a little homework. 

“There are 12-to-14 basic variations 
of pass defenses a quarterback must rec- 
ognize,” he said, “and that’s not count- 
ing linebacker and safety blitzes.” The 
zones just add to the amount of data 
the quarterback must store in his mem- 
ory bank. 

Namath’s computer has had a year 
to get used to the new look in the secon- 
daries. Is that long enough for him to 
have adjusted? 

“Hey Joe,” a teammate shouted to 
Namath while Joe was talking to a 
reporter, “tell him when the old 
Namath is going to return.” 

Joe Willie grinned. 

“Don’t worry,” he shouted back across 
the room. “The old Namath will be 
back.” a

LARRY BROWN SAT and watched as 
O.J. Simpson took the handoff. O.J. ran 
to his right, eased a little left, cut 
sharply right through a hole in the line. 
He tore through an arm tackle, faked 
a defensive back out of the play, broke 
free and sped 21 yards to a touchdown 
late in the fourth quarter of the last 
game of last season. 

With Simpson’s spectacular run, Buf- 
falo went on to whip Washington, 24-17. 
With it, O.J. went on to total 101 yards 
on 26 rushes this cold, windy afternoon 
in the nation’s capital. And with this 
he surpassed the sidelined, injured 
Brown for the National Football 
Leagues’ 1972 ball-carrying cham- 
pionship. 

Smiling later, O.J. admitted, “I kind 
of like winning the title, but it took 
Larry not playing for me to get it.” 
Brown shook his head sadly and said, 
“I wanted it and if I'd have played I’d 
have gotten it, but that isn’t to say O.J. 
isn’t super.” That he is. So is Brown. 
Separating them isn’t easy. And there 
are others who rate at the top, too. 

In 1969, only one runner in the entire 
NFL rushed for 1,000 yards or more. 
In 1970, two turned the trick. In 1971, 
five. And in 1972 a record 10 did it. 
Clearly it was “The Year of the 
Runner.” 

The best previous season in NFL his- 
tory was 10 years earlier, 1962, when 
six broke through the 1,000-yard bar- 
rier. As we move into the 1973 cam- 
paign, the passers, who have been spot- 
lighted in pro ranks for a long time now, 
appear to have been shoved into the

shadows by the spectacular runners. 
Zone defenses dominating the throwers 
have forced a return to the runners. 

The 1,000-yard runners in 1971 were 
Floyd Little, Larry Csonka, John Brock- 
ington, Steve Owens and Willie 
Ellison. The others were slowed by 
injuries last season as only Csonka and 
Brockington repeated. Joining them 
were Ron Johnson, Mary Hubbard, 
Franco Harris, Calvin Hill, Mike Gar- 
rett and Eugene “Mercury” Morris. 

Finishing a few yards short of 1,000 
as the regular season ended, Morris was 
fortunate to squeeze into the exclusive 
group with the discovery by sentimen- 
tal statisticians that he had been cre- 
dited with a loss on a wild pitchout, 
which he never touched and which 
could then be charged to the quarter- 
back. 

With this, Morris joined Csonka to 
give one team, Miami, two 1,000-yard 
runners for the first time in NFL his- 
tory. That helped compensate for the 
loss of regular quarterback Bob Griese 
as the Dolphins literally “ran” to 17 
straight triumphs and the Super Bowl 
championship. 

No such special treatment was 
accorded Atlanta’s Dave Hampton, who 
reached the 1,000-yard level late in the 
last game, was presented the ball in a 
game-delaying ceremony, then was 
thrown for a loss he could not make up. 
He finished five yards short of the magic 
figure and was 11th on the rushing list. 

Next in order came not a running 
back, but a passing back, who runs bet- 
ter than he passes. Chicago Bear Bobby 


Miami’s Larry Csonka was one of 10 NFL rushers to better the 1,000-yard mark last season—the best year runners have had. 
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Douglass broke the rushing record for 
quarterbacks with 968 yards, averag- 
ing a sensational 6.9 yards per carry. 

Then came two tremendous backs 
whose efforts were shortened by 
injuries—New York Jet John Riggins 
and Denver’s Floyd Little. Among 
others in the second 10 were Cleve- 
land’s Leroy Kelly, three times a 1,000- 
yarder, but apparently on the 
downgrade at 31. 

Of the ten who made it, it is interest- 
ing to note that only San Diego’s Gar- 
rett at 29 was not in his middle 20’s. 
Most figure to be standouts for a long 
time to come, although the injury rate 
among runners is high. 

Pittsburgh’s Franco Harris jumped 
into the exclusive club in his rookie 
year, while Green Bay’s Brockington 
was making it for the second time in 
two seasons. Morris made it in his 
fourth season, but only the first in 
which he was given any real chance as 
a rusher. 

Garrett and New York Giant Ron 
Johnson were making it for the second 
time. The others were first-timers. 

Ellison, Owens and Little could 
bounce back into the select circle this 
season. Little probably is the best 
among those backs who missed out last 
season. With a bad ball club and little 
blocking help, he had improved his 
statistics each year previously and had 
led all American Football Conference 
rushers two years in a row. At 31, the 
bow-legged, 5-10, 195-pounder from 
Syracuse remains an exceptional 
player. 

An informal poll of players and 
coaches who were asked to rank the 
1,000-yarders of 1972 going into the 
1973 season showed sentiment almost 
equally divided between Washington’s 
Brown and Buffalo’s Simpson as the 
best, a bit ahead of the rest. 

Simpson won the NFL’s rushing 
championship by a mere 35 yards over 
Brown when Brown missed the last two 
games of the season. Simpson totalled 
1,251 yards, Brown 1,216.With the 
injury, this would seem to favor Larry. 

However, O.J. carried the ball only 
seven more times than Larry and both 
wound up with 4.3-yard averages per 
run. And O.J. had far less blocking help 
on his mediocre team than did Larry 
with the powerful Washington club. 

The sensation of college competition 
in the late 1960’s, Simpson struggled 
for three seasons in the pros, but finally 
has come into his own. However, he has 
found Brown, wasted as a blocker as 
a collegian, already there in pro ball. 

The feeling seemed to be that Brown 
deserved the edge because of his 
superior consistency in pro ranks 
through last season, but Simpson could 
pass him as the two struggle for supre- 
macy this season. 

Here is how the record group of 1,000- 
yard rushers of last season are ranked 
by players and coaches in an exclusive 
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poll for this magazine: 

1. LARRY BROWN, WASHING- 
TON—At Kansas State, he cleared the 
path for others and was only an eighth- 
round draft choice. Then he had to have 
a special hearing-aid device fitted into 
his helmet before he could get his sign- 
als straight. But he has been close to 
or above 1,000 yards each of his four 
seasons as a pro now. Only Jim Brown 
and Cookie Gilchrist before him topped 
4,000 yards in their first four pro sea- 
sons, 

At 5-11 and 195 pounds, Brown is the 
second smallest of the ten, but he is 
strong and tough and can handle heavy 
duty. He says, “I am overdue for more 
recognition. ’'m just getting control of 
my body, just starting to run shifty. I 
may not do it in the grand style of a 
Gale Sayers, but I’m doing it, and that’s 
what counts.” At 26, the Redskin 
runner is just approaching his peak. 

2. O.J. SIMPSON, BUFFALO—The 
most sensational runner in college his- 
tory, Simpson was overdue to scale the 
heights in pro ball. He carried a record 
621 times for a record 3,124 yards in 
only two seasons at Southern Cal. but 
carried only 484 times for less than 
2,000 yards his first three seasons at 
Buffalo. He was unhappy there and he 
had little help. However, Lou Saban 
came in as coach last year and installed 
the balanced offense which made major 
use of the big runner. This same type 
offense had lifted Little to the heights 
with a weak team in Denver and it did 
the same for Simpson with a weak team 
in Buffalo. 

The skinny-legged sprinter, 6-2 and 

205 pounds, said, “I made up my mind 
to make the most of what was there 
and did what I knew I could do.” In an 
open field, Simpson is unsurpassed. He 
had one run of 94 yards last season. 
Second best among the top ten was a 
75-yard run by Harris. Brown’s best 
was only 38 yards long. As Brown was 
MVP in the NFC, Simpson was MVP 
in the AFC. Simpson then ran for 112 
yards to become MVP in the Pro Bowl. 
Also 26, he, too, is just coming into his 
own. 
3. LARRY CSONKA, MIAMI—At 6-3 
and 235 pounds, Csonka is the biggest 
and slowest of the thousand-yarders, 
but he also is the toughest to stop. His 
name is pronounced Sahn-ka and he 
likes his nickname, “Zonk.” He has 
said, “Zonk sounds like the kind of foot- 
ball player I am. Not exciting. There’s 
not much excitement in four yards and 
a cloud of dust. But that’s me. I like 
to get dirty. It’s good to feel dirt and 
blood on you. That’s what football is all 
about. I’m a very basic guy.” 

Smashing relentlessly into the line, 
Csonka gained nearly 3,000 yards to 
surpass the records of Jim Brown, Little 
and others at Syracuse and he has run 
for more than 4,100 yards in five years 
as a pro. In the open, he can run right

Ron Johnson of the Giants bounced back 
from injuries to gain 1,182 yards. 
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through tacklers and had a 45-yard run 
last season. With two straight 1,000- 
yard seasons behind him now, the driv- 
ing force of the defending champion 
Dolphins stands out at 26 as the most 
awesome fullback in football. 

4, RON JOHNSON, NEW YORK 
GIANTS—After gaining nearly 2,400 
yards his last two seasons at Michigan, 
including 347 yards in one game, 
Johnson sat on the bench one season 
at Cleveland, then was dealt to New 
York. He promptly ran for 1,027 yards 
in 1970. He lost almost all of the next 
year because of an injury, but bounced 
back with 1,182 yards last season. 
Another who perseveres despite little 
blocking on an ordinary team, the 6-1, 
205-pounder combines speed and 
power. “The big thing for me last year 
was having a big year after an operation 
on my knee,” the 25-year-old Detroiter 
says. “Now I can go on to bigger and 
better things.” 

5. JOHN BROCKINGTON, GREEN 
BAY—A typical Ohio State fullback, a 
big bruiser at 6-1 and 225 pounds, 
Brockington has given Green Bay the 
power it needed in its comeback to title 
contention with more than 2,100 yards 
in straightaway savagery his first two 
seasons as a pro. He is 25 and ranks 
second only to Csonka among the blas- 
ters, and he, too, can slash through tac- 
klers to cut a long run. “The long run 
is the biggest thing, but I like to dig 
into guys, too, teaching them respect,” 
he says. 

6. MIKE GARRETT, SAN 
DIEGO—The senior citizen of this 
select circle, Mike may be the most 
underrated runner in pro ball. He ran 
612 times for more than 3,200 yards 
to set the records for hard work and 
production at USC before Simpson sur- 
passed them. Garrett has run for more 
than 5,000 yards in seven seasons as 
a pro, although there have been seasons 
when he was not used as much as he 
should have been. He topped 1,000 
yards one season for Kansas City and 
again last season for San Diego. At 5-9, 
he is short, but at 200 pounds he is well- 
built. He also is quick, shifty and strong 
and is another who did better than his 
team last season. Turned bitter by the 
ups and downs of professional sports, 
he says, “A man just has to take it as 
it comes.” 

7. CALVIN HILL, DALLAS—Big 
and strong, yet also swift, the 6-3, 215- 
pounder rushed for 942 yards asa 
rookie for Dallas, then was slowed by 
injuries and replaced by Duane Thomas 
for two years, which were relatively 
unproductive. Then Thomas, a brilliant 
runner, but erratic emotionally, was 
sent on his way, spinning right out of 
football, and Hill came back with 1,036 
yards last season. “I’m not complaining, 
but you have to play to produce,” points 
out the 26-year-old from Yale, who has 
a classic style and a shot at super- 
stardom, especially behind the Cow-

boys’ brutal blockers. 

8. FRANCO HARRIS, PITTS- 
BURGH—Overshadowed by others at 
Penn State, the 6-3, 235-pound fullback 
had a remarkable rookie year as a pro 
in which he did not break into the reg- 
ular lineup until the fifth game, yet 
gained 1,055 yards on only 188 carries. 
Most of the top ten averaged around 
four yards a run. Harris was tops with 
a 5.6-yard average per carry. He gained 
100 yards or more in seven games, six 
of them in a row, to match a record set 
by Jim Brown. He sparked Pittsburgh’s 
rise into the playoffs and alertly picked 
off and scored with a last-second 
deflected pass for a victory there. “I still 
have to prove myself,” says the hero 
of“Franco’s Army,” and at 23, with rare 
speed for a man his size, he needs only 
another year like his first one to dothat. 

9. MERCURY MORRIS, MIAMI— 
“Mr. Outside” to Csonka’s “Mr. 
Inside,” Morris averaged six yards a 
carry his first three seasons as a pro,

but seldom carried the ball. At 5-10 and 
190 pounds, his durability was suspect 
and he was used primarily as a kick- 
return specialist. He demanded a shot 
at a regular’s role, got it last season 
and with his blazing speed and sharp 
cuts moved ahead of Jim Kiick. He aver- 
aged above five yards a carry, but, sur- 
prisingly, could shake loose for nothing 
longer than a 33-yarder. “I’m just 
starting,” the 26-year-old West Texas 
State product promises, however. 

10. MARV HUBBARD, OAKLAND 
—Unsung out of Colgate, the 6-2, 
220-pounder was seldom used for two 
pro seasons, then gained 867 yards and 
1,100 yards the last two seasons. He 
benefits from the Raiders’ super 
blockers, but can really go and averaged 
five yards a carry last season. He com- 
plains, “I rate higher but don’t get the 
publicity I deserve.”’ He’s probably 
right. He’s in with a gaudy group, but 
none of them hits harder. They’re all 
outstanding. 
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liff Harris slowly pulled a practice jer- 

sey over a set of shoulder pads which 
looked too small, too light, to provide the 
degree of protection the manufacturers 
promise. Outside, the cold drizzle which the 
weatherman said might well turn to snow 
before the afternoon was over accented per- 
fectly the mood of the soft spoken Dallas 
Cowboy free safety. 

None of the laughter and horseplay which 
echoed through the dressing room rubbed 
off on the freckle-faced youngster, who was 
in his second year of professional football. 
His thoughts were already fixed on an up- 
coming weekend date against Joe Willie 
Namath and the New York Jets. 

By his own admission, Harris, a free agent 
find who became a rookie starter for the 
Cowboys in 1970, is a worrier. There is, in 
fact, but one day in the week about which 
he does not worry. That day is yesterday. 

As he talked, pleasantly but with little 
laughter in his voice, it became obvious that 
it was not the deadly swift release of Na- 
math or the precision maneuvers of the Jet 
receivers which caused him such grave con- 
cern. With his 4.5 speed, his natural instinct 
to be where the action is and his constantly 
improving ability to pick up keys, Harris 
was confident of his ability as a defensive 
back. 

It was another series of duties, considered 
by many to be the most dangerous, volatile 
assignment in sports, which was on his mind. 

Harris is a key member of what coaches 
insist on referring to as the specialty teams. 
Players, more prone to call a spade a spade, 
call it the suicide squad—a unit made up of 
pro football’s most daring, menacing, dur- 
able and, in most cases, underpaid and ex- 
pendable players. 

If one were to seek out a player to serve 
as an example of a member of the suicide 


society, Cliff Harris would do. nicely. He’s

The ball soars high in the 
autumn sky. 

As Cowboy Cliff Harris waits 
to field it, 

he tries to blot out the 
realization that 

11 large, mobile, hostile 
defenders are roaring 
toward him, murder in their 
hearts. Another round 

of Russian Roulette NFL style 
is about to begin... 
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reckless, approaching his chores with 
the type abandon which indicates total 
disregard of life, limb, and longevity. 
Even his wife Linda is hesitant to watch 
as he fields a kickoff or punt and breaks 
at full speed in search for a glimmer of 
daylight; a crack in the 2,500-pound 
wall of angry humanity bearing down 
on him. Only a few weeks earlier she 
watched her 184-pound husband collide 
with a 240-pound Washington Redskin 


lineman. Afraid to watch any longer, 


she sat down and after a few agonizing 
seconds, turned to a man seated next to 
her and asked, “Did Cliff get up?” 

Assured that her husband was on his 
feet, she smiled. “Thanks.” 

Then in a more serious tone she add- 
ed, “It scares me. People on those sui- 
cide teams are out to kill.” 

Down on the field, her husband would 
no doubt have agreed. As he made his 
way to the bench, he felt the throbbing 
pain of two cracked ribs. “Some guy — 
I didn’t even see him—just drove the 
ball into my side when he hit me. I 
thought he had broken every bone in my 
body,” Cliff recalls. Yet the pain was 
nothing new. He had suffered a hip 
pointer on an earlier kickoff return 
against New Orleans, and remembers 
little about a blindside tackle by a New 
20 


York Giant defender which had knock- 
ed him unconscious. 

Such are the hazards of the kama- 
kazie trade of returning kicks. 

Over the past decade, research shows, 
no less than 500 professional players 
have been sent to the sidelines as a re- 
sult of suicide squad injuries. It is said 
that on any given weekend, you can ex- 
pect to see a member of the specialty 
team go down every 108rd play. The 
momentum, the all-out bursts of speed 
by both the kicking and return teams, is 
the primary reason the duty is so haz- 
ardous. While players reach speeds of 
only six or seven miles per hour block- 
ing and tackling on scrimmage plays, 
members of the opposing specialty 
teams sprint 30-40 yards, attaining 
speeds up to 20 miles per hour. The im- 
pact, writer Bill Surface once noted, is 
comparable to being hit by a motor- 
cycle going 40 miles per hour. Thus, 
when the late Vince Lombardi once 
noted that “you have to be a little crazy 
to want to return kicks,” he was only 
half kidding. 

D.D. Lewis, captain of the Dallas 
specialty teams, says, “Hell yes, it 
scares you, running downfield full tilt, 
knowing that other people are coming 
at you at the same rate of speed, hop-

“People aren't going to forget those guys,” says 

Cliff. “They've added a lot of excitement to the game.” 
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ing to knock you into the cheap seats. 
That’s why you've got to go with aban- 
don on these teams. You’ve got to have 
wild people. That’s what I like about 
having Cliff back there. He throws cau- 
tion to the wind and runs like there is 
no tomorrow.” 

That, in essence, is Harris’ athletic 
lifestyle. To describe him, Cowboy sec- 
ondary and specialty teams coach 
Bobby Franklin reverts to the oldest of 
sports cliches: “He gives 110 percent. 
That might sound trite, but it applies 
to Cliff.” 

“If they give you a job,” says the 
6-0 Harris, who wasn’t even drafted fol- 
lowing his career at tiny Ouachita Bap- 
tist Collegein Arkadelphia, Ark., “you're 
obligated to do it to the best of your 
ability. 

“T’m aware that there is a strong pos- 
sibility of getting hurt on the specialty 
teams, but someone has to do it. I try 
not to think about anything but taking 
the kick all the way back. That way I 
don’t find myself holding anything 
back.” 

It’s a philosophy which caused Dallas 
assistant Jerry Tubbs to approach head 
coach Tom Landry at mid-season last 
year and make known his concern for

Harris' well being. “He's too reckless,” 
Tubbs insisted. “He runs faster than 
he has to, I’m afraid he’s going to get 
himself killed out there.” 

Harris grins and explains why he 
feels his full speed ahead philosophy is 
the safest if not the sanest approach to 
his duties. “Some people think I’m 
crazy,” he says, “but I feel that if you're 
going full speed you're less likely to get 
hurt. You just make up your mind that 
you're going to punish the tackler as 
much as he hopes to punish you. If I 
didn’t play it that way, I’d be so much 
raw meat. That, I think, is the secret 
of survival.” 

That, and learning to avoid the cheap- 
shot artists that often inhabit specialty 
teams. “I learned quickly that you don't 
relax when the ball goes out of bounds 
or out of the end zone. That’s when they 
like to crack you up—that split second 
before the whistle blows when you are 
likely to relax. 

“Teams will try something like that 
early in the game—a knee in the head or 
try to drive the ball into your ribs. just 
to intimidate you. Then when teams get 
behind and are angry, you have to 
watch out. I don’t relax until the other 
team is off the field. I know they’re out 
to kill.” 

Given a choice, he would prefer to run 
back kickoffs rather than punts. “You 
have a little more room to operate,” he 
points out, “and a little more time to 
concentrate on what you hope to do, 

“Some guys say they just make their 
minds a blank but I can’t do that. I have 
to concentrate. I aim at something on 
the other end of the field—like a flag or 
a red cushion in the stands—and set my 
course for it. You've got to think you're 
going all the way. 

“Of course, good blocking is the key. 
You watch for that block that will open 
the hole and you try to pop through it 
and hope for the best. There have been 
times—really frustrating times—when 
I could see the hole but just couldn’t 
get to it in time. 

“The guys on the kickoff teams are 
big and fast and they’re coming down 
on you hoping to impress somebody by 
belting you a good one. There are 11 of 
them and each one would love to crack 
you in half simply because you're the 
man with the football.” 

Of all the teams he returns kicks 
against, he looks least forward to facing 
George Allen's Washington Redskins. 
“They are the best,” he says. “Some 
teams will get a little over aggressive 
and you can run by them and get open. 
Not so with Washington. You get past 
the first wave and here comes another 
one. They're everywhere. I’d swear they 
have 25 men on the field when they kick 
off.” 

Though he likes returning kickoffs, 
Harris would rather be restricted to 
punt returns for the simple reason that 
any time he retreats to field a punt it 
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means the Cowboys defense, of which he 
is a full-time member, has stopped the 
opposition. 

“But you don’t have time to do much 
on a punt return,” he says. “You just 
get the ball and run like hell, trying to 
get outside. It’s not something you do 
very often, but if you can it’s a great 
feeling to see only the kicker—who isn’t 
generally a very good tackler—between 
you and the goal. It just doesn’t work 
out that way often enough.” 

But not because he isn’t trying. Har- 
ris seldom signals for a fair catch. 
“There is no way you can advance the 
ball by fair catching,” he states matter- 
of-factly, “and that’s what they want 
me to do, advance the ball.” 

If Cliff Harris sounds a great deal 
like a company man, it is understand- 
able. Had it not been for the efforts of 
a Lubbock, Tex., newspaperman named 
Earl Scudday, who does a little free- 
lancing as a Cowboy scout, and the 
fact that the NFL veterans chose the 
summer of 1970 to go on strike, Harris 
might well be spending his autumn 
Sundays back in the Arkansas Ozarks 
watching pro ball on TV. 

Scudday had sent out questionnaires 
to numerous small colleges, hoping that 
he might come up with someone from 
the hinterland who would catch the 
Cowboys’ eye. Several questionnaires 
which were returned mentioned a 
youngster playing safety for Ouichita 
Baptist. Scudday contacted Gil Brandt, 
then the Cowboys’ player personnel 
director, and Brandt in turn got in 
touch with Ouichita coach Buddy Ben- 
son and asked that he send him some 
film on Harris. 

“We saw two game films,” says 
Brandt, “and in the first one he return- 
ed a punt for a touchdown. In the other 
he was making tackles all over the field. 
We were impressed.” 

When the rookies gathered at Thou- 
sand Oaks, Calif., Dallas’ training site, 
Harris became a constant topic of con- 
versation in the coaches’ Five O'clock 
Club following workouts, “He played 
every down like the fate of the Free 
World depended on his getting to the 
ball,” recalls Franklin. 

Through it all, the weekly cuts, the 
endless agony of waiting to see who 
would be the next to leave, Harris tried 
not to think about it. “I never knew 
what was going on so I sweated it out 
until the very last cut,” he says. 

It was, for him, a step-by-step ad- 
vancement to the ranks of a full-fledged 
professional. “At first,” he recalls, “I 
told myself at least I got to go to train- 
ing camp. Then at least I had to stay 
around long enough to see the veterans. 
Then at least I was around for the first 
pre-season game. Then when they told 
me I was going to start at free safety 
against Philadelphia in the season open- 
er, I couldn’t believe it.” 

For the first five games of the regu- 


lar season, Harris was showing every 
sign of becoming one of the league’s 
premier first-year players. Against the 
New York Giants, he shook the Cow- 
boys out of the doldrums by intercept- 
ing two Fran Tarkenton passes and re- 
covering a fumble in a matter of seven 
and a half minutes. While he was per- 
forming his heroics, Dallas went from 
a 0-10 deficit to a 28-10 lead. 

After the fifth game, however, he was 
forced to report to Army reserve active 
duty and Charlie Waters inherited his 
free safety job as the Cowboys drove 
toward the Super Bowl. Harris, the wor- 
rier, was in a constant state of anxiety 
until the team gathered to prepare for 
the opening of the 1971 campaign. 

Landry, hesitant to break up a win- 
ning combination, left Waters at free 
safety despite the impressive showing 
of Harris in pre-season drills. So Cliff 
spent the early part of his second season 
as just a returner. As such he soon was 
bidding for the NFC kickoff return title, 
averaging just under 35 yards per jaunt. 

“T was upset over the fact that I had 
lost my starting job,” he says, “so I ran 
even harder, trying to make as much of 
a contribution as I could and convince 
Landry that I was anxious to play 
regularly.” 

Such enthusiasm did not go un- 
noticed. Just before midseason, Landry 
elevated Harris back to the No. 1 free 
safety spot. 

Harris was delighted to be back in 
a starting role, yet there were new 
problems that concerned him. “Some- 
times,” he says, “I wonder if playing 
regularly doesn’t hurt my kick return- 
ing some. I'm not as fresh when I go out 
there and maybe I lack some of the 
acceleration that I need. 

“Then you find yourself thinking 
about your regular job—how you would 
like to have a long, productive career 
and how you could be all washed up by 
one lousy blind-side blow or some cheap 
shot when you're returning kicks, It's 
a complex problem and it worries me, I 
don’t deny that. But I try to put it out 
of my mind, not let it effect my play, 
and do the job, no matter what it is. 

“When it’s all over, I’d like to be re- 
membered as a top-notch free safety, 
but I'd also like to be thought of as a 
good kick returner—like Alvin Hay- 
mond of Los Angeles and Travis Wil- 
liams when he was with Green Bay. Peo- 
ple aren’t going to forget those guys, 
They've added a lot of excitement to 
the game.” 

Cliff Harris, a youngster who tried 
out for fullback on the junior high team 
but was moved to the defensive sec- 
ondary because he was too small, the 
collegian who gained little attention 
but never missed a game because of an 
injury, the budding professional with 
much promise, hopes to make his mark.

ANGRY DOLPHINS

ie MIAMI? By Steve Hammer 


The Super Bowl champions got rid 
of one disgruntled Dolphin in Otto Stowe 


but several others 


are liable to rock the boat. 


IT’S A STRANGE MALADY, an em- 
barrassment of riches that brings on 
a rash of dissatisfaction. Call it Super 
Bowlitis. It arrives with the force of a 
mini-epidemic and it hits teams when 
they are in the full flush of victory after 
winning pro football’s richest prize. 

The current champions, the Miami 
Dolphins, had only just arrived in their 
dressing room after their 14-7 victory 
over the Washington Redskins in the 
Los Angeles Coliseum which gave them 
a record 17-0 season when the gripes 
began to be heard. The delicious feeling 
that comes with $25,000 per man in 
total playoff money apparently was no 
balm at all. 

Jim Kiick, the hard-running half- 
back, was the leader of the angry 
chorus. But there were plenty of others 
chiming in with their unhappy brand 
of harmony. Wide receiver Otto Stowe, 
traded to Dallas in May, was among 
them. The others were Marlin Briscoe, 
another wide receiver; backup quarter- 
back Earl Morrall and defensive tackle 
Manny Fernandez. 

It was all too reminiscent of the 
squawks that came from some of the 


players on two previous Super Bowl 
champions, the Dallas Cowboys who 
won in 1972 and the Baltimore Colts 
who triumphed in 1971. 

Duane Thomas, one of the Cowboy 
stars in the 24-3 victory over Miami in 
the Orange Bowl in ’72, was traded to 
San Diego before the regular 1972 sea- 
son began after a bitter dispute with 
Coach Tom Landry and the Dallas man- 
agement. But he could not agree on sal- 
ary terms with the Chargers either, and 
did not play last year. 

Bob Hayes, the flying flanker of the 
Cowboys, was another who got into a 
hassle after the 1972 Super Bowl game. 
Hayes spent most of the last campaign 
in Landry’s doghouse. Herb Adderley, 
the old reliable type at cornerback, was 
another and apparently Mel Renfro also 
was on the outs with the Cowboys. 

After the 16-13 victory for Baltimore 
over Dallas in the 1971 Super Bowl, 
wide receiver Roy Jefferson fell into dis- 
favor with the Colt front office and was 
speedily traded to the Washington Red- 
skins. Johnny Unitas, the great but 
aging quarterback, John Mackey, the 
burly tight end, and quite a few other 
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Colts now have gone from the scene 
after intermittent rhubarbs with the 
Baltimore management. 

Kiick’s dissatisfaction with the 
Dolphins was because he felt he had 
been pushed aside in favor of Mercury 
Morris. That’s exactly the way Mercury 
felt the previous year about Kiick. Mor- 
ris had asked to be traded after Miami 
lost to Dallas. Coach Don Shula calmed 
him, gave him more work, and wound 
up with a happy Mercury. Kiick’s com- 
plaints after the 1973 Super Bowl posed 
another problem for Shula. 

“T’ve got to sit down and decide 
whether I want to stay in Miami and 
play part-time or go somewhere else 
and play all the time,” is the way Jim 
phrased it. Kiick carried the ball less 
than Morris last season and gained con- 
siderably less. 

Morris picked up exactly 1,000 yards 
on 190 tries to 521 yards on 137 carries 
for Kiick. Mercury and Larry Csonka, 
who gained 1,117 yards, gave Miami 
the honor of being the first team ever 
to have two 1,000-yard men in one 
season. Mercury had a little assist from 
the National Football League front 
office which discovered eight extra 
yards for him by looking at the films 
of an early-season game after he had 
apparently wound up with 992 yards. 

The complaining players are all in 
the same vein... “Play me or trade 
me.” Clubs often accommodate them by 
dealing them off. But sometimes the 
men are placated. Morris, for instance, 
was much happier after the 1973 Super 
Bowl] than he was when beating his 
breast after the 1972 game. 

“T was skeptical about Coach Shula 
using three backs in the regular 1972 
season,” Mercury said. “I feel that a 
back has to be in there playing all the 
time. But who can argue with the 
results we got?” 

Briscoe was a reserve wide receiver 
most of the time last year, playing 
behind the wiry wingman, Howard 
Twilley. His complaint was almost a 
lament. “I’m not anti-Shula or anything 
like that,” Marlin moaned. “But he has 
a.depth problem. There is too much tal- 
ent on this team. 1 like to play regularly 
and I haven't.” 

The usually low-keyed Morrall made 
his comment after the Super Bowl game 
in which Bob Griese was at quarterback 
for Miami. Earl thought he had played 
a major part in getting the team to Los 
Angeles after taking over for the 
injured Griese in the fifth game of the 
season. “I was shocked and disap- 
pointed when Don started Bob,” Morrall 
stated. “But I finally realized I was sort 
ot an insurance policy for Griese.” 

Stowe did not wait until after the big 
game with the Redskins to announce 
his dissatisfaction. He told reporters all 
during practice the week before the 
game that he wanted to be traded. “No 
way I want to come back to the Dolphins 
in ’73,” he said. 
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MaYEOEY Morris cbinplatned ‘to Shula over his playing time ‘alanine? the 1971 
season. He won the argument and gained exactly 1,000 yards rushing last season. 


Fernandez fired his broadside about 
something else, the juicy money that 
comes from endorsements and personal 
appearances. Manny did not seem the 
least bit jealous of Coach Shula who hit 
the jackpot with TV commercials, 
endorsements, personal appearances 
and a new book with a sizeable advance 
payment. Manny seemed to be annoyed 
with the fact that agency people were 
ignoring Dolphin players. 

“The national commercials aren’t 
there,” the big tackle growled. “I was 
hoping for one. As far as personal 
appearances are concerned, everybody 
is trying to get us as cheaply as possible. 
If the Dolphins were in New York, 
Chicago or California, the offers would 
come rolling in. We’re down here at the 
bottom of the world as far as Madison 
Avenue is concerned.” 

Does all this mean that troublesome 
dissension will hit the Dolphins this 
fall? Nobody is ruling out some trouble. 
Shula is a strong leader, however, and 
is capable of taking firm measures any- 
time he thinks they are called for. 

Don’s big goal is to tie the record of 


the Green Bay Packers in winning two 
straight Super titles. No other team has 
done that. In fact no other team has 
even returned to the ultimate game one 
year after winning it. Don knows, of 
course, that every club the Dolphins 
play this season will take dead aim on 
them. 

“They all want to be the ones to end 
our winning streak,” he said. “Oddly 
enough, I like that. To me that’s a good 
situation to be in. It makes us think 
like winners. We’ll continue our style 
of play that won 17 in a row last year 
but we'll expand on it.” 

Miami’s style of play was a relentless 
ball-control game that not even the 
Packers in their prime were able to do. 
The Dolphins rushed the ball for a total 
of 2,960 yards last year, an all-time 
NFL record. They averaged 4.8 yards 
a try, which is just plain fantastic. 

The Dolphins led the league in 
touchdowns by rushing with 26. They 
picked up 170 first downs by running, 
far and away the top figure in the 
league.

Today’s population explosion guarantees boom 
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They passed only 259 times, the low- 
est figure in the American Conference 
although not in the league. The Chicago 
Bears, with Bobby Douglass, a running 
quarterback, threw only 205 times and 
the Packers, another ball-control club, 
went to the air 237 times. 

Miami was first in the NFL in rush- 
ing and total offense. In passing the 
Dolphins were 16th. The now legendary 
“No Name Defense” was first in total 
defense, third against the rush and fifth 
against the pass. 

The Dolphin players who probably 
got the least credit were the offensive 
linemen who had to clear the way for 
the booming Csonka, the churning 
Kiick and the flying Morris. Larry 
Little, an all-everything guard, 
received a lot of publicity but the rest 
of the forwards toiled in virtual 
obscurity. 

They were center Jim Langer, Bob 
Kuechenberg, the other guard, tackles 
Norm Evans, Doug Crusan and Wayne 
Moore and tight ends Mary Fleming 
and Jim Mandich. Kuechenberg 
explained how the offensive linemen 
felt about things. 

“The rushing record is something we 
can take as a personal tribute,” he said. 
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Earl Morrall (15) piloted Miami through most of 1972, replacing injured Bob Griese. Then he resented sitting out the Super Bowl. 


“Offensive linemen don’t have statis- 
tics. We are not like everyone else in 
football. The defense has its tackle 
charts and interceptions and the quar- 
terbacks and running backs have statis- 
tics. But not us. So, we look at that rush- 
ing record as a mark of our efficiency.” 

Evans, a right tackle and one of the 
two Dolphin originals who played last 
year, was basking in a glow of nostalgia 
when he talked about the “bad old 
days.”’ Evans, Twilley and Karl 
Noonan, a wide receiver who was on 
the taxi squad last year, are the only 
three survivors from the Dolphin squad 
that gathered for the first time in 1966. 

“Only the Dolphin originals can 
really savor our perfect record of 17 
straight victories last season,” Evans 
said. “At the beginning we were so bad 
that I formed a personal goal of playing 
ona team that won halfits games before 
I had to retire.” 

Evans, who played his college football 
at Texas Christian, laughed as he 
recalled: “At one time we used to worry 
about going 0-14 for the regular season 
instead of 14-0. I still remember our 
first training camp. There were a lot 
of fights and sometimes at the training 
table we used to throw Jello and cake 


at each other. One of the reasons was 
the food wasn’t fit to eat.” 

Miami, under Coach George Wilson, 
had four straight losing seasons from 
the inaugural in 1966 through 1969. 
The Dolphins won a total of 15 games 
while losing 39 and tying two. Shula 
appeared on the scene in 1970, and the 
whole thing turned around. 

The Dolphins were 10-4 in 1970 and 
made the playoffs, only to lose to Oak- 
land in the first round. In 1971 they 
were 10-3-1 and got to the Super Bowl, 
losing to a Dallas team that played 
superb football. Last year, of course, 
was the perfect season, the only 14-0 
campaign in regular play with three 
playoff victories added. 

The 1973 season possibly will be a 
tougher campaign for the Dolphins 
than 1972. They could seemingly do no 
wrong last year and even won their first 
two playoff games, 20-14 against Cleve- 
land and 21-17 against Pittsburgh, 
when they were not at top form. They 
were brilliant against Washington. 
Another perfect season, though, 
appears next to impossible ... espe- 
cially if there are still some discon- 
tented Dolphins when the season opens 
in September. y

VET CONFESSES: 


“HYPNOSIS MADE ME 
A BETTE 
FOOTBALL PLAYER 


By Bob Rubin 
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EVEN FOR A STOIC like Dick Schafrath, the pain was 
too much. It was the eve of the Cleveland Browns’ 1969 NFL 
playoff game against the Dallas Cowboys, and the 6-3, 255- 
pound Schafrath, for six consecutive years a Pro Bowl choice 
at offensive left tackle for the Browns, had an infected elbow 
that hurt so badly even the simple act of running left him in 
agony. The pain forced him to sleep in a chair with the el- 
bow propped up on pillows. There seemed no way he could 
play. 

Except one. As he had done in the past when he felt he 
needed help above and beyond what he or his team could 
provide, Schafrath secretly sought out the services of a hyp- 
notist... 

“I was a basket case by 
the playoffs,”’ recalls 
Schafrath, who retired 
last year at the end of an 
outstanding 13-season 
career. “I told Monte 
Clark I wouldn’t play, 
my elbow hurt so bad. 
Finally, I went to a hyp-

ball, it was nothing com- 
pared to what followed. 
Schafrath went on to admit he had employed hypnotism as 
an aid to his football career as early as 1963 and periodically 
thereafter, though fear of being labeled “a freak” kept him 
silent until he retired. Now that he is no longer playing, he 
feels free to proclaim the virtues of hypnotism as a means of 
gaining confidence and concentration. Schafrath calls hyp- 
notism “the edge I needed.” 

“I needed an edge because I always felt handicapped,” 
he explains. “I wasn’t a natural athlete, I wasn’t big and I 
wasn’t fast. I didn’t have natural ability. When I was draft- 
ed by the Browns in 1959, I didn’t think I’d make the team. 
Our old offensive line coach Fritz Heisler used to tell me 
he’d never use me as a demonstration for younger players. 
He said I had awful technique, blocking off the wrong foot 
and things like that. But he said I made up for it with total 
concentration. 

“He said if I ever lost my hustle and desire I’d never make 
it. Hypnotism gave me the edge I needed. If you want to be 
the best, imagine how much better you can be if you have 
total concentration.” 

Former Browns’ defensive back Bernie Parrish, a free- 
thinking soul who has proved to be a gadfly to the NFL in a 
number of ways since leaving the game, first suggested hyp-

notism to Schafrath before the start of 
the 1963 season. 

“Bernie said he tried it as a baseball 
player and he was impressed by it,” 
says Schafrath. “He said it would help 
my confidence. Through hypnotism I 
achieved total concentration.” 

Schafrath’s subsequent hypnotic ses- 
sions were spaced out because the ef- 
fects lasted as long as two years. His 
second visit was in 1965, there were 
others in 1967, then three sessions in 
1969, the year he agonized over the in- 
fected elbow. 

He was never put in a trance. The 
sessions were conversational. The ob- 
ject was simply to improve his ability 
to concentrate. In time, with his height- 
ened concentration, he learned self- 
hypnosis. 

“The first hypnotist I went to, in 
Akron, said he wouldn’t talk to me if 
I wanted to kill or harm a guy,” Scha- 
frath says. “What we talked about was 
quickness in my feet, quickness in pull- 
ing out and getting off the line and 
about not getting beat on pass protec- 
tion. After that I could lie down in a 
quiet room for an hour on Saturday 
afternoons and for a half hour on Sun- 
day mornings and concentrate on these 
things. I could put myself under self- 
hypnosis. By game time I had total 
concentration. Nothing else entered 
my mind.” 

According to Schafrath, he was not 
the only NFL player to employ hyp- 
notism. Is not. “I don’t know exactly 
how many use it, but from hearsay I 
know there are several,” he says. “When 
I read that Dallas quarterback Craig 
Morton is one of them, I said to my- 
self, ‘Well, here’s another guy.” 

The reason the other players using 
hypnotism don’t talk about it is proba- 
bly the same fear of being laughed at 
that kept Schafrath silent for so many 
years. And their fears are probably 
justified. Schafrath recalls that after 
the Browns beat the Cowboys in that 
’69 playoff, the Dallas hypnotist that 
had enabled Schafrath to play despite 
his aching elbow offered to hypnotize 
the entire Browns’ offense before their 
next game, the NFL title meeting with 
the Vikings in frigid Minnesota. 

“He thought he could instill confi- 
dence in us,” Schafrath says. “Another 
player and I approached (quarterback) 
Bill Nelsen about it, but he just laugh- 
ed so we dropped it. The weather was 
bitterly cold. I lasted all right the first 
half, but the hypnosis wore off in the 
third quarter. The pain in my elbow 
became so bad I was like a fencer, hold- 
ing my elbow back out of the way. I 
didn’t play the fourth quarter.” 

The Browns lost, 27-7. Schafrath 
isn’t sure the hypnotist could have 
changed the result, but he isn’t sure 
he couldn’t have either. 

“The only way it will help is if you

want it to,” he says. “If you laugh it 
off, it won't help. You won’t be zeroed 
in on total concentration. Some guys 
who need it and want it might be afraid 
to try it because of fear of being ridi- 
culed.” 

Schafrath thinks hypnotism would 
be of even greater benefit to baseball 
players. “Every day is a game day for 
them,” he explains. “It’s hard for them 
to concentrate every day. You’re wor- 
ried about the stock market, whether 
your bills are paid and a lot of other 
things.” 

He once suggested hypnotism to 
former Cleveland Indians manager Al- 
vin Dark. “He didn’t think it would 
be any good for baseball players,” says 
the massive ex-Brown star. “I used to 
play a lot of baseball. In fact, I was a 
better baseball player than a football 
player when I was a kid.” 

And he was probably a better farmer 
than a baseball player. Growing up on 
his father Norman’s 200-acre farm near 
Wooster, Ohio, young Dick learned the 
virtues of hard work early in life. “He’s 
a bullheaded German,” Schafrath says 
of his dad. “He worked from sun up to 
sundown and wanted to be known as 
the hardest worker in Wayne County. 
A lot of it rubbed off on me. You know, 
the ideal thing is to grow up working 
next to your father, and in the country 
I could do that.” 

But even the closest of fathers and 
sons have some areas of disagreement. 
With the Schafraths, sports was one. 

“My dad never endorsed my playing 
ball,” Dick says. “I had to sneak it in, 
and when I got caught it meant a whip- 
ping. But even though he thought 
sports were a waste of time, he did tell 
me, ‘kid, if you do get into them, work 
as hard as you can and you won't get 
hurt.’” It’s a philosophy Schafrath 
wholeheartedly embraced, and it paid 
off royally. 

A fullback and linebacker in high 
school, Schafrath headed where most 
good young football players in Ohio go 


—to Ohio State and the care and feed-- 


ing of lovable old Woody Hayes. A 
guard, center, tackle and end for the 
Buckeyes, Schafrath made All-America 
and was the Browns’ second choice in 
the 1959 draft. He signed for a $500 
bonus, proving how dramatically times 
have changed. “Guys back then really 
wanted to play ball, money or not,” he 
says. “Too many athletes getting 
$100,000 bonuses today aren’t hungry 
at all.” 

Schafrath was hungry in those days 
—literally and figuratively. He des- 
perately wanted to play pro ball, but 
at 220 pounds was considered too light. 
Much as he ate—and he’s considered 
one of the all-time greats at a table— 
he couldn’t seem to keep pounds on. 
And when Cleveland coach Paul Brown 
told him he’d have to report at 240 or 
be cut, panic started to set in. 

Each weekend before training camp 


began, Brown would call Schafrath and 
ask, “How much do you weigh?” 

Each time Schafrath would add five 
pounds to his previous total, even 
though he remained at 220. 

Knowing Brown would put him on 
the scales as soon as he reported, Scha- 
frath built slots into his jock and slip- 
ped 15 pounds of lead into them. Then 
he gorged himself, said a prayer and 
reported to camp. 


Immediately he was asked to weigh 
in. He stepped on the scale. Two forty 
on the nose. “Hmmmm,” mused Brown, 
“you don’t look it.” He began to poke 
and prod his rookie and soon discover- 
ed the weights. Schafrath thought he 
was finished. Instead, Brown said, 
“anyone who goes to that extreme must 
want to play very much.” 

He wanted to play so badly that in 
the next 13 seasons he missed only 
three games, one of them no fault of 
his own. A weekend athlete while in ser- 
vice in 1962, he was refused permis- 
sion to play against the Redskins by 
the late George Preston Marshall, then 
the Washington owner. The other miss- 
es came against Green Bay in 1965 
(torn hamstring) and against Dallas in 
1966 (twisted ankle). 

“T always felt that one way a player’s 
value was measured was by how many 
games he played,” Schafrath says. “I 
was fortunate in never having a knee 
operation or another major injury. My 
elbow problem was the worst I had.” 

Not that the pinched nerves he kept 
suffering in his last few seasons were 
any picnic. They were the result of too 
many years of ramming his head into 
defenders on blocks. It got to the point 
where one of his shoulders invariably 
would go numb after each blow. 

“That probably was my downfall the 
last couple of years,” he admits. “I'll 
probably be bothered by it the rest of 
my life. But I was lucky to go as far as 
T did.” 

As you may have surmised by now, 
Schafrath is not in the Meggysey- 
Oliver mold of football critics who found 
the game dehumanizing. Just the op- 
posite. “Football has meant everything 
to me,” he says. “It gave me a.chance 
to meet a lot of great people. I’ve al- 
ways been touched by kids, and seeing 
them come up bug-eyed to ask for my 
autograph made it all worthwhile. 

“I never thought I was much of an 
athlete. I never played a glamorous 
position. A natural athlete would have 
stayed in one position, like a quarter- 
back remains a quarterback and a re- 
ceiver remains a receiver. But I guess 
you could say I was a natural athlete 
at heart. I just wanted to play and I 
didn’t give a darn where. I guess I al- 
ways look at sports from the under- 
dog’s point of view. That’s why I tried 
hypnotism. I'd have tried almost any- 
thing if I thought it would make me a 
better football player.” a

“IT don’t know how much drugs 
are being used. But I’ve seen guys 
take pills and end their careers 
before they should have ended,” 
Garrett points out. “I can’t really 
say how many use drugs or don’t. 
But I know some people do. 

“When you’re a rookie or a 
second-year man, you're hopped 
up all the time—just adrenalin. 
But when you're in the game a 
little longer, you don’t have that 
good feeling. So then you want 
an artificial way to do it.” 

It’s a situation every rookie 
should be aware of when he enters 
professional football, says Gar- 
rett, because the strong possibility 
exists that the mental drain and the 
physical toll the game takes 
may eventually overcome 
him, forcing him to turn 

to artificial stimulants. 

“I remember when

running back) joined the Chiefs,” Garrett 
points out. “He ran around like a mad- 
man. Every rookie seems to run like that. 
Then he gets beat up. Year after year, 
the pounding takes its toll. 

“That’s why the linebackers clothes- 
line you (attempt to knock you down 
by wrapping an extended arm around 
the neck) and beat up on you—to start 
you thinking, ‘Hey, if I go by him again, 
he'll give me another shot.’ 

“It's psychological. When you first 
enter the game you're so hopped up you 
don’t think about it too much. All you 
think when you come out of college is 
that you’re God’s gift to football. 

“Then it happens.” 

Holmes’ statistics reflect the sudden 
burst into pro stardom Garrett is talk- 
ing about, and the ensuing fade. In 1968, 
he came out of Southern University an 
unheralded 14th-round draft choice and 
bolted for 866 yards and a 5.0 per carry 
average. 

A year later he gained 612 yards and 
his average dipped to 4.1. In 1970, he ran 
with the ball just 63 times for 205 yards 
and a 3.3 average. Last year the Chiefs 
shipped him off to New Orleans in a trade. 


ample of a man worn down by the relentless yearly pounding a pro back must endure. 


Garrett’s first three years show a similar 
early peaking and rapid decline. 

His first year, 1966, Garrett gained 801 
yards for a 5.5 average. He was used 
considerably more often the following 
year and gained 1,087 yards, but his 
average dipped to 4.6 a carry. Then in 
1968, year No. 3, his yardage fell to 564 
and his average to 3.4. 

“It’s probably easiest to explain by giv- 
ing the example of a cornerback,” Gar- 
rett says. “When he first comes up he’s 
sooo tough. But then he gets beat a 
couple of times—you have to get beat 
sometime—and then he realizes he’s just 
like everybody else. 

“That's when he needs help. That's 
when he starts. He finds himself downing 
get up without help. Fearing you're going 
to look terrible, you say to yourself, ‘I’ve 
got to get up. | got to be high to play this 
game.’ And you look around for a way.” 

Garrett says he found a way right in 
the dressing room. 

“When I was down, I went around ask- 
ing people what they did to get them- 
selves up,” he explains. “I saw everybody 
up but me. I couldn’t explain this phen- 
omena of me being not that up because 


I'm really an emotional guy. 

“I went around to a couple of guys and 
said, ‘Hey, how do these pros who've been 
in the game 10 or II years get themselves 
up?’ And they laughed at me. They said, 
“Mike, don’t you know that guys start 
taking pills to get themselves up?” 

Garrett couldn't believe it at first. 

“Do you mean everyone goes through 
the experience where they can’t get them- 
selves up?” Garrett asked. The answer 
was yes. Garrett proceeded to the next 
question: “You mean everyone else is 
using pills?” Again the answer was yes. 

But Garrett said no. 

“I don't need them,” he remembers tell- 
ing himself. “Once | knew not being able 
to get up was a normal response, | felt 
normal again. Before that I thought I was 
a freak. And when I felt perfectly normal, 
I got myself up again.” 

Garrett is fully aware of the danger in 
artificial stimulants not only from his own 
knowledge, but from the signs under the 
signature of commissioner Pete Rozelle 
that hang in every dressing room and 
from lectures by his coaches. 

He remembers when Harland Svare

Pete Rozelle launched a nationwide TV 
blitz against drugs peddled to children. 


took over as coach of the San Diego 
Chargers near the end of the 1971 season. 
Even at that juncture on a club having 
difficulty. he felt compelled to talk about 


drugs. 
“That stuff doesnt make you play 
better,” Garrett recalls Svare saying. “It 


just makes you think you're playing better. 
1 don’t know if anyone on this club is 
using them. But | want to make it clear 
that I don’t want them used.” 

The signs. the lectures and the know!l- 
edge of what drugs can do is apparently 
sull not enough to deter all from their 
use. 

“There’s so much pressure on you.” 
Garrett points out. “Besides the physical 
beating you take, you know if you have 
a bad ball game you're out of the lineup. 
No matter the coach or the situation, he 
has to play the men who are playing the 
best. There’s no other way. So you have 
to be the best if you want to play. 

“The thing that the pep pills do is act 
just like someone who tells you over and 
over again that you can climb this moun- 
tain, you can climb this mountain, you 
can climb this mountain. You know 
you really can't, but finally you get it into 
your head that maybe you can. 

“But the pills tear you down. You can't 
go to sleep right away so you dor’t get 
enough rest. And you get so hopped up 
that you go out and do things your body 
really cant take, so you're more sus- 
ceptible to injury.” 

Garrett explains that he’s not talking 
about habitual users, but “guys who want 
to be up for a certain game or want to be 
in at peak performance.” His own per- 
sonal answer to drugs is to ignore them 
and gather his strength from within. 

“I do physical things,” he points out. 
“1 think of someone to hate to rile my- 
self up, or I scream or rant and rave or 
throw a helmet. Or I just get myself 
hopped up by saying, “Garrett, let's go.” 

Garrett has found it necessary to say 
“let’s go” with increasing frequency be- 
cause he, like several other players, has 
become disillusioned with the sport and

applies the dehumanizing label currently 
in vogue, 

“A player can be manipulated,” Gar- 
rett points out. “He can be traded any- 
Where at any moment. And many times 
when you're playing out your option or 
do things which management doesn’t 
like, they can do things that just screw 
your mind up. It’s dehumanizing. 

“I see things happening and | see them 
as unnecessary. Management does some- 
thing and you know it’s not necessary. 
But | know what I’m into. | know what 
I have to pay for. | know I’m going to be 
criticized and belittled and all that, but 
I'm willing to go through it.” 

The problem, says Garrett, is that 
professional football is a business and 
players sometimes are treated like 
merchandise. 

“It’s like any other business,” says Gar- 
rett, “some guys are cutting their brothers’ 
or uncles’ throats just to be the president 
of the company. With ball players, the 
way it’s done is paying them less than 
they're worth. 

“But the thing that really shocks you 
is that the business is a human business. 
It’s not a business where you're dealing 
with desks or cars or airplanes. It’s 
humans. The commodity you're trans- 
ferring or appraising or whatever is 
humans. 

“| sometimes think that people in the 
business forget that.” 

Yet Garrett continues to play. Why? 

“First, 'm in California now,” he says. 


“Second, I still think I'm good enough 
to play this sport and satisfy my own 
ideas of how well | can play. I’m selling 
my body for X number of years for a 
certain price and trying to perform the 
best | can. 

“The satisfaction | have ts that I'm play- 
ing; I’m still in the game. But | know that 
| haven't had the year I know | can have. 
I'm still looking for that year. If I can 
play as well as Mike Garrett thinks he 
can play, then I'll be happy. But I haven't 
reached that point yet. 

“What I'm looking for is where Mike 
Garrett plays in every game and plays 
the best he can in every game. It’s not so 
important that | gain yards or score 
touchdowns, but that I’m elusive, | block 
well, I do everything they require of 
Mike Garrett in the game. 

“I originally said to myself that | was 
going to play five years and get out be- 
cause people who thought they knew 
football said, “Mike, you won't last more 
than five years. Now | realize I may 
play eight years—and my body is still 
better than nine-tenths of the guys who 
play.” 

During that time, Garrett says he has 
endured the dehumanizing elements he 
sees in the game because of the com- 
radeship. 

“I still like to play.” Garrett empha- 
sizes, “and I like the comradeship. There 
are some super guys in this profession 
and | love being around them and work- 
ing with them. If I wasn’t in sports, I'd 


probably work out every day anyway 
because | love that. 

“I like the comradeship, | like contact, 
I like the game. It’s when you get off the 
field that it’s bad. When I’m on the field, 
I know I’m going to get my butt kicked. 
It's when you get it kicked off the field 
that it’s really tough. 

“But I love the game itself, My biggest 
thrill in professional football has been 
simply playing professional football, be- 
cause when I left college no one would 
give me a chance. They said I was too 
small, too slow. So just making it was the 
biggest thrill for me.” 

Despite his 5-9 height, Garrett made 
it big in the pros, becoming one of the 
members of the elite 1,000-yard club. 
And he added to his reputation when 
he scored the first Kansas City touch- 
down in the Chiefs’ 1970 Super Bowl 
victory over the Minnesota Vikings. 

Now, however, his statements about 
drugs and dehumanization may make 
him a controversial figure. 

But Garrett insists that he’s just 
stating facts. . 

“I don’t mean to be controversial,” 
he emphasizes. “But if 1 lied, then I 
couldn't sleep. | don’t think I'm con- 
troversial because if people met me and 
talked with me | don’t think I would 
offend them. 

“As for saying what I’ve been saying, 
1 don't think I'm being outspoken. | 
think I'm seeing something and telling 
it like it is.” A

PREVIEW

FROM THOSE WONDERFUL folks 
who brought you the Super Bowl 
winner, comes news of more impending 
destruction in the American Con- 
ference. 

The Miami Dolphins have announced 
their intention to take over the world 
again. 

“How about another undefeated 
season?” says Coach Don Shula when 
invited to reveal his plan of attack for 
the 1973-74 pro football war. 

Shula wouldn’t joke about anything 
like that, so you can bet the mortgage 
that Miami’s martinet has visions of 
National Football League domination, 
similar to last year’s unprecedented 
17-0 sweep. 

The perfect Dolphins seem so perfect, 
in fact, that they scare normal people. 

“Last year’s Super Bowl game went 
exactly as I expected,” said quarterback 
John Hadl, who asa member of the help- 
less San Diego Chargers saw the 
Dolphins first-hand in 1972-73. 
“Nobody had been able to throw into 
Miami's zone defenses all season. Why 
’ should the Washington Redskins have 
been more successful than the others?” 

Why, indeed, should anyone be suc- 
cessful this season against the 
Dolphins? For one thing, Shula is work- 
ing with the same team that has won 
two straight AFC crowns and has been 
toughened by playoff experience. For 
another, Shula promises not to sit on 
his championship laurels. 

“We will work again to try to be 
better,” says Shula, whose club was the 
most superbly conditioned of NFL 
teams last year. 

Of course, no one’s surrendered yet 
to the AFC bullies. Football wars 
habitually turn up surprises and the 
standings sometimes look strange at 
the end of the campaign. 

There might be some dark horses in 


Miami's own Eastern Division, the New 
York Jets and Baltimore Colts among 
them. The Pittsburgh Steelers, who 
came close to beating the Dolphins last 
season in the AFC playoffs, are a palp- 
able threat in the Central Division. 
Oakland’s perennial title-contenders 
carry some stiff clout in the Western 
Division and could also provide a knock- 
out over Miami’s heavyweights. 

The Dolphins, though, are the tough 
guys on the block after some trend- 
setting performances in 1972-73. Along 
with their unique undefeated season, 
the Dolphins also had two 1,000-yard 
runners and became the first AFC team 
to take two straight titles since Buffalo 
repeated in 1965. 

And if they win it again this year, 
they'll no doubt have Jimmy the Greek 
and the rest of the nation’s gamblers 
on their side when it comes to 
Super Bowl VIII. The balance of power 
has evidently shifted from the Na- 
tional Conference to the American, 
based on the last five NFL champion- 
ship games the AFC has won four of 
them. 

Apparently, the coaching club is 
stronger in the AFC than the NFC, too. 
While four coaches were changed in the 
rival conference for this season, only 
two new field bosses had to be instal- 
led in the AFC — Chuck Fairbanks at 
New England and Howard Schnel-

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THE PUBLIC IS getting familiar with 
the defensive players on the Miami 
Dolphins. Nothing personal, you under- 
stand, it’s just that the names are more 
recognizable after last year’s Super 
Bow] victory over the Washington Red- 
skins. 

Miami’s “no-name” defense is no lon- 
ger incognito. 

Long overshadowed by a gaggle of 
offensive stars, the less-glamorous 
defenders were as much the heroes as 
anyone of the Dolphins’ unprecedented 
perfect season in 1972-73. 

This fact was not only exemplified by 
Miami’s AFC-leading defense, but 
dramatized by the choice of a defense- 
man for Most Valuable Player in Super 
Bowl VIL. 

Take a bow, Jake Scott. 

“I was happy to win the car,” said 
Scott, speaking of the azure, blue sports 
car annually awarded the Super Bowl 
MVP. “But it just as easily could have 
gone to Manny Fernandez.” 

It could have, at that. Along with 
Scott, a talented free safety, Fernandez 
is another “name” to surface from that 
most-forgotten Miami defense. The 250- 
pound left tackle, an agile pass rusher, 
was a one-man assault crew during 
Miami's fabulous 17-0 year and his 
Super Bowl effort punctuated the per- 
fect season. 

“He played one hell of a game,” 
pointed out Scott.” He had 11 individual 


> 


tackles and six assists. He was all over 
the field. He beat the tar out of the 
Redskins.” 

Dick Anderson, one of the best 
safeties in football, is another from that 
bunch ofno-names to make a reputation 
for himself. He’s tough enough to wrap 
up a tight end and quick enough to drop 
into the deep zone. He is, in fact, the 
heart of the Dolphins’ deep four that 
makes Sunday a bloody Sunday for 
opposing players. 

If Coach Don Shula needs any help 
at all on defense, it might be at right 
tackle, where Bob Heinz and a variety 
of others have shared the position the 
last three seasons. However, that is not 
to say that the Front Four isn’t a wild 
bunch. 

Heinz, at 6-6 and 270 pounds, has 
been most ungentlemanly to the opposi- 
tion and is an adequate mate for Fer- 
nandez. Vern Den Herder, a guy with 
a three-part name who often seems like 
three players on that line, is at left end 
and Bill Stanfill, who has toughened 
his game with experience, is on the 
right. 

Middle linebacker Nick Buoniconti, 
the dean of starters at 33, provides the 
key to Miami’s tough short fielders 
because of his great pursuit ability. The 
veteran All-Pro is flanked by Doug 
Swift and Mike Kolen. Curtis Johnson, 
who’s solidified his game while covering 
fleet receiver Paul Warfield in practice 


sessions, and Tim Foley, coming back 
from an injury, are at the cornerback 
positions. 

Now let’s look at that “name” offense. 


Quarterback Bob Griese gives his 
defense lots of time to rest—maybe 
that’s why they’re so good. Griese’s 
game is ball-control and he certainly 
has the players to control the ball. The 
Miami attack is ground-oriented with 
the likes of Larry Csonka, Mercury 
Morris and Jim Kiick on the premises. 

Csonka, the best pure fullback 
around, and Morris, a quick, outside 
threat, both made the 1,000-yard rush- 
ing mark in 1972-73.Kiick supplied 
another short-yardage runner in 
Miami's three-back attack. When not 
handing off to these running stars or 
scrambling himself, Griese throws to 
Warfield, one of the game’s toughest 
deep receivers, Marv Fleming or 
Howard Twilley. 

Unless there are any last-minute 
changes, the Dolphins’ offensive line 
will consist of center Jim Langer, 
guards Bob Kuechenberg and Larry 
Little and tackles Wayne Moore and 
Norm Evans. 

Garo Yepremian, that little, old 
point-maker, is Miami’s man for all sea- 
sons. Not only can he blast field goals, 
he makes and sells ties, speaks six lan- 
guages and trips people on kick run- 
backs. a

NEW YORK JETS 


THIS IS WEEB Ewbank’s last season 
as coach of the New York Jets and he'll 
either be exiting explosively or going 
down in flames. 

In either case, things won’t be as dull 
as last year when the Jets finished with 
a quiet 7-7 record and hung in limbo” 
in the American Football Conference 
East behind the runaway Miami 
Dolphins. 

Catching the spirit of George Allen’s 
“win now” philosophy, Ewbank pulled 
off a deal typical of the Washington 
Redskin coach. He traded college draft 
picks for experienced players during the 
off-season. 

“We consider this trade to be part of 
the draft,” said Ewbank after acquiring 
defensive end Richard Neal and defen- 
sive back Delles Howell from the New 
Orleans Saints for two draft choices. 

Neal, a 6-foot-3, 250-pound hatchet 
man, looms biggest of the two new Jets 
in Ewbank’s do-or-die last year on the 
field. The Jets’ season will depend heay- 
ily on their defense and especially on 
their pass rush. 

Last year, Joe Namath was healthy 
for a change but it didn’t matter. The 
defense gave up almost as many points 
as the Jets could score behind their 
brash quarterback. 

With Namath playing his first full 
season since the world championship 
year of 1969, the Jets finished second 
in total offense in the National Football 
League. The defense, on the other hand, 
finished 13th in the AFC against the 
pass and 11th overall. 

Thus, the need for a “killer” on that 
defensive line. 

“T felt like I'd been drafted all over 
again,” said Neal upon hearing about 
the deal. “The thing I always felt about 
the Jets was that they could win lots 
of different ways.” 

The most direct route for the Jets to 
win would be via the air lanes, on 
Namath’s fine right arm. With him, 
they’re everything. Without him, 
nothing. After two years on the Blue 
Cross plan instead of in Ewbank’s game 
plan, Namath came back in one piece 
to lead the NFL with 2,816 passing 
yards. Included in that figure were two 
400-yard-plus days in 1972-73. 

Namath’s glittering statistics (which 
also included 19 touchdown passes) 
were embellished by a solid corps of 
receivers that included Don Maynard, 
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Soccer-style kicker Bobby Howfield of the Jets led all AFC scorers last year 
with 121 points, including 27 of 37 field goal tries. He also hit 40 conversions. 


Rich Caster and Eddie Bell. Maynard, 
incidentally, established the all-time 
NFL mark for career receptions, push- 
ing his total to 632 last year. Caster 
led the AFC with yards gained, 833 on 
39 receptions, and Bell latched onto 35 
passes for 629 yards. 

The running game is just as formid- 
able with John Riggins and Emerson 
Boozer. Riggins, only a sophomore last 
season, broke loose for 944 yards and 
missed a 1,000-yard season only 
because of a freak injury. Boozer, 
despite missing two games with an 
injured knee, still delivered 14 
touchdowns last year to tie for the 
NFL’s_ non-kicking scoring cham- 
pionship. 

That pair runs behind a line 
stabilized by tackle Winston Hill and 
guard Randy Rasmussen. Both were 
selected on All-Star teams last year and 
were largely responsible for keeping 
Namath safe. 

Bobby Howfield, who came to the Jets 
in a trade the year before, showed in 
1972 why Ewbank had faith in him. 


Howfield won the AFC’s kick scoring 
championship with 121 points. Also, 
another bright spot on the offense was 
Chris Farasopoulos, who led the AFC 
in punt returns with a 10.5-yard 
average. 


The defense, though, was something 
else. That’s why Ewbank went for Neal, 
among others. The lame duck coach also 
drafted Joe Carbone, a tough defensive 
end from Delaware who will be used 
as a linebacker. In addition, Ewbank 
has hopes for Ed Galigher and Joey 
Jackson, two rookie defensive linemen 
who showed potential last year. 


Ewbank’s most effective pass rusher 
in 1972-73 was end Gerry Philbin. But 
the two had personality clashes, and 
Philbin gave Ewbank a harder time on 
occasion than he gave opposing quarter- 
backs. So, he was traded to Kansas Ci- 
ty for running back Mike Adamle. John 


Elliott had a poor season last year, John 
Little and Mark Lomas were erratic and 
linebacker Larry Grantham was a year 
older. oe

BALTIMORE COLTS 


AMONG HIS NEW Year’s resolutions, 
General Manager Joe Thomas promised 
the Baltimore fans a better football 
team. It may not be better, but it’s cer- 
tainly different. 

As a result of his housecleaning, any 
similarity to Baltimore teams of the 
past is purely coincidental this season. 

The trade-happy Thomas dispatched 
quarterback Johnny Unitas, safety 
Jerry Logan, runners Tom Matte and 
Norm Bulaich, center Bill Curry, offen- 
sive lineman Dan Sullivan and defen- 
sive linemen Billy Newsome and Fred 
Miller. 

The deal involving Newsome was, 
perhaps, the most eye-opening. Despite 
a need for defensive linemen, Thomas 
traded away Newsome and a fourth- 
round draft choice to New Orleans for 
the Saints’ No. 1 pick, which was No. 
2 overall in the college draft. 

The Colts then selected quarterback 
Bert Jones of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, a strong-armed player with high 
professional potential. But with Marty 
Domres already on the scene, you won- 
dered about selecting the Jones boy. 
Thomas, however, had a ready reply for 
that. 

“Everybody needs a kick in the rear 
once in awhile,” was Thomas’ retort. 
“Domres told me he’ll welcome the com- 
petition. I know I once said that people 
who have two quarterbacks don’t really 
have a number one. But nobody has two 
good, young ones like we have. This is 
a situation that I never thought I would 
find myself in.” 

After his surprise selection, Thomas 
used more of those high draft picks 
obtained in the trades to fill top-priority 
needs, The Colts had a 5-9 record for 
third place in the AFC East in 1972-73 
and the blame for that poor finish rested 
partly with the defensive line. 

So Baltimore’s own first-round 
choice, No. 10 overall, produced Joe 
Ehermann, a 6-5, 260-pound defensive 
tackle from Syracuse. In the second 
round, along came 6-6, 255-pound Mike 
Barnes, a defensive end from Miami 
(Fla.) And in the later rounds, Thomas 
opted for offensive help, Nebraska full- 
back Bill Olds, and a tough guy for 
the linebacking corps, Jamie Rotella of 
Tennessee. 

A “big back” was his second draft 
priority and Thomas obviously was 
happy with the 6-1, 225-pound Olds. 
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Young Marty Domres squeezed old pro 
John Unitas out of Baltimore picture. 


And Rotella will help the Baltimore 
fans forget the oldtimers, said Thomas. 
“Rotella, we feel, was the best line- 
backer in the entire draft. We feel 
he can play either the middle or the 
outside and we needed depth, anyway.” 
Rotella joins Ray May, Mike Curtis and 
Ted “Mad Stork” Hendricks. 

Along with the new faces, there'll be 
some of the old ones, of course. Despite 
some unhappy veterans, including 
defensive end Bubba Smith, Thomas 
can’t trade everybody. The stubborn 
general manager also has indicated 
there are certain players he won't let 
go despite their disenchantment. He 
calls them “winners” and says they'll 
play with Baltimore or no one else. 

“Winners,” but not necessarily in the 
category of the disenchanted, are Don 
McCauley, Don Nottingham and Lydell 
Mitchell, a group of good runners and 
the reasons that Thomas was able to 
cut loose Bulaich and Matte. The offen- 
sive line is another Colt strong suit. The 
club has several good young tackles, 
including Tom Drougas, Dennis Nelson 
and Gerry Palmer, a 265-pounder 
drafted from Kansas, veteran guard 
Glenn Ressler and guard Tom Regner, 
acquired from Houston in the Curry 
deal. 

Despite the departure of longtime all- 
star Logan, the defensive backfield still 
has a group of “winners”—Rex Kern, 
Charlie Stukes and Rick Volk. 

Thomas corralled Tennessee State 
speedster Ollie Smith to juice up the 
uninspired wide-receiving situation. 
They don’t need any help at tight end, 
of course. Tom Mitchell runs the show 
there. a

BUFFALO BILLS 


Quarterback Dennis Shaw tossed 14 touchdown passes last season and completed 
52.7 of his attempts, not bad considering the kind of protection he received. 


WHAT DO YOU GET for the team that 
needs just about everything? If it’s the 
Buffalo Bills, the first thing you get is 
a tackle to block for O. J. Simpson. 
The second thing you get is a guard to 
help the tackle block for O.J. Simpson. 

That’s what the Bills got for their star 
runner in the college draft last winter 
and now Simpson should be able to sleep 
better nights’ to say nothing of running 
better during the daytime. 

The Bills’ offense consists of O.J. Sim- 
pson and a cloud of dust and anything 
that Coach Lou Saban can do to make 
life easier for his star performer will 
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in turn make life easier for Buffalo . 

Despite an injury-ravaged offensive 
line, Simpson was able to win the 
National Football League rushing title 
last year with 1,251 yards overland. 
The resilient runner accomplished six 
games of 100 yards or more, a spec- 
tacular achievement considering the 
makeshift lineup in the trenches. 
Regular center Bruce Jarvis and guards 
Jim Reilly and Irv Goode missed the 
season. 

To make certain that his No. 1 per- 
former would have some up front help, 
Saban grabbed Michigan tackle Paul 


Seymour and Michigan State guard Joe 
DeLamielleure as his first two college 
picks. The DeLamielleure selection was 
also a first-rounder, obtained from 
Miami in the Marlin Briscoe deal. 

Both players can open holes for a 
gifted running back like Simpson and 
also give more protection to quarter- 
back Dennis Shaw. It wasn’t Shaw’s 
fault, entirely, that the Bills finished 
with a 4-9-1 record for fourth place in 
the five-team Eastern Division. 

Shaw had some glowing moments for 
the inept Bills in 1972-73, responding 
with a 21-21 tie against Detroit and a 
24-17 victory over Washington at the 
close of the regular season. Shaw’s three 
touchdown passes against Detroit, in 
fact, confirmed Saban’s trust in the fine, 
young field general. Two quarterbacks 
were selected among Buffalo’s gaudy 
21 college draft picks, but Shaw should 
still be No. 1 when the season starts. 

If Saban was satisfied with Simpson 
and Shaw, he certainly wasn’t with the 
rest of his team. The no-nonsense coach 
required no less than 100 per cent from 
everyone “to find out who wants to be 
here next year.” 

Among the players earning an invita- 
tion back was rookie guard Reggie 
McKenzie, who helped make Simpson’s 
season what it was in 1972-73. Other 
youngsters who progressed under 
Saban’s watchful eye and stern hand 
were defensive end Walt Patulski, the 
Bills’ No. 1 draft choice last year, defen- 
sive tackles Jerry Patton and Don Croft 
and safety Maurice Tyler. 

But Saban wasn’t happy with the 
play of Al Cowlings at the other end, 
and as a result, traded linebacker Paul 
Guidry to Houston for defensive end 
Allen Aldridge in the off-season. 

Saban has historically gone the trade 
route to bolster his teams, but uniquely 
made a big splash in this year’s draft. 
The veteran coach went diving for 
linebackers (five) and defensive tackles 
(four) after getting bodyguards for O.J. 
The rookies who make the team will 
join such familiar faces as wide 
receivers J.D. Hill and Haven Moses; 
cornerback Alvin Wyatt, offensive 
tackle Willie Young and kicker John 
Leypoldt.

NEW ENGLAND PATRIOTS 


THEIR LONG-SUFFERING fans no 
doubt wondered what the New England 
Patriots were doing in that college draft 
last winter. So did everyone else in the 
National Football League. 

“We knew that our defense needed 
help,” said Coach Chuck Fairbanks, in 
reference to the worst defense in the 
NFL last year, “but we wanted the best 
athlete available this time, regardless 
of position. Itjust so happened that each 
time it was our turn to pick, the best 
athlete available was an offensive 
player.” 

That wasn’t entirely true of the 17 
players selected by the underprivileged 
Patriots, of course. But the first three 
players and 12 of the collegians overall 
were offensive. 

While convalescing from an injured 
knee over the winter, quarterback Jim 
Plunkett had time to ponder the selec- 
tions that would make life easier for 
him at the controls. John Hannah, the 
bullish Alabama guard drafted No. 1, 

\ will ease the strain on the talented but 
often-beleaguered Plunkett and his 
backfield mates. 

Also, the New England ace has Sam 
“Bam” Cunningham, the great South- 
ern California running and blocking 
back, and Darryl Stingley, a sure- 
handed pass receiver from Purdue. 
Fairbanks pointed out that those first 
three choices were rated among the 13 
best college players in the country last 
year. 

“J thought we had a great draft,” said 
Fairbanks, even if hardly anyone else 
did. 

Actually, though, any draft would 
have been a good one for the Patri- 
ots. They also needed help almost 
everywhere else, although the need 
wasn’t as critical as the defense which 
gave up a whopping average of 375 
yards a game. In fact, there are holes 
everywhere except at quarterback, 
where Plunkett rates among the best, 
at wide receiver, where the Pats are 
overflowing with talent and in the kick- 
ing department, where Charley 
Gogolak works. 

Plunkett found life in the New Eng- 
land backfield a bit like Russian 
Roulette last year—he never knew 
when an opposing lineman was going 
to shoot through and nail him. 
However, the bullet-throwing quarter- 
back still had a relatively good season 
even if his team didn’t. The Pats

were 3-11 
fourth worst mark in the NFL. 

Plunkett’s sometime brilliance was 
often matched by his allies in the pass- 
catching corps—Randy Vataha, Reggie 
Rucker and Tom Reynolds. 

This year, the Pats will also have 
excellent running strength despite the 
loss of Jim Nance and Carl Garrett, who 
was traded to the Chicago Bears for one 
of those high draft choices. Cunning- 
ham gives the New Englanders ver- 
satility—he can run inside or block for 
Josh Ashton or John Tarver. 

Naturally everything depends on 
Plunkett’s complete recovery from the 
torn cartilage his left knee. Ironically, 
he wasn’t hurt in a football game—but 
when he stepped from a car while going 
out to dine in a Mexican restaurant last 
January. 

“I just started to get out of the car 
when my leg went out from underneath 
me,” said Plunkett. “I heard a ‘pop’ and 
I knew what it was right away. I’ve had 
this thing before.” 

Surgery was performed in a hospital 
soon after the incident and the outlook 
was optimistic for Plunkett’s comeback. 

He may not want to come back, how- 
ever, with that defense. And Fairbanks 
may be sorry that he came in the first 
place. The former Oklahoma coach 
jumped from the colleges for a fat con- 
tract, but may find the conditions up 
in New England unbearably hot. 

A former coaching colleague of Fair- 
banks’, John McKay of Southern 
California, puts it this way: “That’s a 
tough situation that Fairbanks is going 
into.Winters can be harsh up there 
and it will take time for him to build 
a winner.”

sion title last year —the first championship of any kind the club has ever won. 


FRANCO’S ARMY, hit the road. Get 
out, Gerela’s Gorillas. Here come 
Thomas’ Troops. 

After all, Chuck Noll’s college draft 
picks are usually name-grabbers. 

If defensive back Joe Thomas of 
Florida State measures up to the other 
No. 1 choices of recent vintage, he’ll 
have a following similar to Franco Har- 
ris and Roy Gerela. 

Noll has had almost mystical success 
with the draft since he became 
Pittsburgh coach four years ago. 

Tackle Joe Greene and quarterback 


Terry Hanratty came out of the 1969 
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draft; it was quarterback Terry 
Bradshaw, receiver Ron Shanklin and 
cornerback Mel Blount in 1970; 
receiver Frank Lewis, linebacker Jack 
Ham and defensive end Dwight White 
in 1971 and 1,000-yard rusher Harris 
last year. 

To show you the uncanny luck Noll 
has had in the draft the four years pre- 
vious to 1973, the Steelers collected a 
total of 26 players on the first six rounds 
and 22 of them are still in town. 

The reason, possibly, is that Noll 
likes to shop for the best athlete 
available, regardless of the Steelers’ 
individual need. 


“Tll take the player who best com- 
bines speed, strength, agility and intel- 
ligence—and then work him into the 
lineup somewhere,” explains Noll. 

It also explains why the Steelers won 
their first title in history last season 
and figure to win their second this year. 
Two prime examples of Noll’s adapta- 
bility theory happened last year when 
tight end Gerry Mullins and center 
John Kolb were converted to offensive 
tackles after starting out as special 
team players. Noll simply developed 
their basic athletic talent. 

In Thomas, Noll gets someone he can 
literally play around with. He could be 
used as a safety or cornerback but might 
wind up somewhere else considering 
the strength of the Steeler defense. 
Pittsburgh’s defensive backs played 
well in 1972 and Noll characteristically 
went to another similar type on his sec- 
ond pick—Mississippi State’s Ken 
Phares. 

If the Steelers don’t need anything, 
however, it’s no doubt in the defensive 
backfield. They led the National Foot- 
ball League in interceptions last year 
with 28 and tied for first in opponents’ 
fumbles recovered with 20. It was their 
ability to take the ball away from the 
enemy that helped Pittsburgh set a 
team record with 11 victories during the 
regular season. In addition to taking 
the ball away, they didn’t give up too 
many touchdowns, either—18. It was 
the fewest in the league. 

The heroes of the rugged defense 
include safeties Ralph Anderson and 
Mike Wagner; cornerbacks Blount and 
John Rowser; linebackers Ham, Henry 
Davis and Andy Russell and linemen 
Greene, White, Ben McGee and L.C. 
Greenwood. 

The offense is in good hands with 
Bradshaw, who has one of the most pow- 
erful arms in the league but relies heav- 
ily on a ground game nevertheless. Har- 
ris got the ball most of the time in 1972- 
73 and the rookie hit the 1,000-yard 
mark. John “Frenchy” Fuqua is Harris’ 
backfield mate. 

When he throws, Bradshaw is in good 
company with Shanklin and Lewis the 
long threats and John McMakin, the 
short target. The offense works behind 
a polished line including Mullins, Kolb, 
Sam Davis, Ray Mansfield and Bruce 
Van Dyke. 

When the offense doesn’t work, Ger- 
ela can kick long field goals. a

CINCINNATI BENGALS

THE CINCINNATI BENGALS looked 
awfully good on paper last year, but 
became only paper tigers on a football 
field because of inadequacy at two posi- 
tions. 

Coach Paul Brown’s gotten some 
more teeth for them this year. 

"We went for people in the college 
draft who can put points on the 
scoreboard,” said Brown, explaining his 
catch of three receivers and five run- 
ning backs in the mid-winter shopping 
binge. 

While Cincinnati’s churlish defense 
ranked second only to the Super Bowl- 
winning Miami Dolphins, the Bengals 
lacked the big play too many times on 
offense. 

The first three college picks, there- 
fore, were receivers—Isaac Curtis of 
San Diego State, Al Chandler of 
Oklahoma and Tim George of Carson- 
Newman, 

“Curtis is probably the fastest 
player in football and he should give 
us that long touchdown threat,” says 
Brown about a guy who runs the 100- 
yard dash in 9.3. 

Not only can Curtis run, he can catch. 
Last year, he hauled in 44 passes for 
832 yards, made seven touchdowns and 
caught several admiring glances from 
the pros. 

While Curtis was highly prized, the 
reason that Brown went in for so many 
pass-catchers at the start was obviously 
because a potentially top-flight running 


back was gone by the time he picked. 
However, Brown did choose Bob McCall 
from Arizona on his next selection and 
later came up with four more in the 
hope that a quality runner can be found 
in that large group. The others include 
Joe Wilson of Holy Cross; Linville 
Elliott of Northeast Missouri; Charles 
Clark of Bethune-Cookman and Harry 
Unger of Auburn. All of them are 205 
pounds and up. 

With the addition of these hopefuls, 
the Bengals might very possibly com- 
mand the respect of the rest of the 
National Football League. If any of the 
newcomers reach expectations, they’ll 
join an offense run by one of the best 
young quarterbacks in pro football 
—Ken Anderson. 

Despite the Bengals’ up-and-down 
showing in 1972-73, Anderson put on 
quite a passing show for a man not far 
out of Augustana (Ill.) College. The 
NFLsophomore completed 56.8 per cent 
of his tosses for nearly 2,000 yards and 
threw only seven interceptions, lowest 
in the league. Anderson’s main targets 
last year were Chip Myers, Bob Trumpy 
and Charley Joiner, all good receivers 
but hardly long-bomb threats. 

“Anderson’s development is ahead of 
schedule,” says Brown. “he has a strong 
arm and is beginning to get the feel 
of things. He is farther along now than 
many of today’s great quarterbacks 
were after two years in the league.” 

The new runners will attempt to 
crack a backfield that includes Essex 
Johnson, Doug Dressler, Jesse Phillips 
and Reece Morrison. Johnson was the 
only big running threat last year with 
his team-pacing 832 yards. 

The solidarity of the offensive line was 
pointed up dramatically in the draft 
—when the Bengals collected only one 
up-front player, Notre Dame guard 
John Dampeer. He'll have a tough time 
moving veterans Pat Matson, Howard 
Fest, Guy Dennis and John Shinners. 
The center is Bob Johnson and the 
tackle jobs belong to Vernon Holland 
and Stan Walters or Rufus Mayes. 

Defensively, the Bengals are solid, 
man, solid. The defense consists of 
tackles Mike Reid and Steve Chomys- 
zak or Ron Carpenter; end Royce Berry 
and Sherman White; linebackers Ken 
Avery, Al Beauchamp and Bill Bergey; 
cornerbacks Lemar Parrish and Ken 
Riley and safeties Tommy Casanova 
and Neil Craig. As

JUST LIKE COMEDIAN Rodney Dan- 
gerfield, the Cleveland Browns got 
very little respect last year. , 

“Pass defense was the only depart- 
ment in which we had respectability in 
the league,“ said Coach Nick Skorich. 

Because of their defense against the 
pass, which was anything but comical, 
the Browns were able to intercept a 
playoff spot. Their one strong point was 
negated, however, when they met the 
eventual World Champion Miami 
Dolphins, who had no weak points. 

So, it was back to a new script for 
this year. 

“W’re not too far away from being a 
good football team,” says Skorich, 
whose Browns might get plenty of 
respect if everyone stays healthy and 
some draft picks come true. 

Before losing to Miami—and not by 
much—in the first round of the AFC 
playoffs last season, the Browns com- 
piled a 10-4 record despite an unusual 
amount of injuries. Although it wasn't 
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funny, the hospital report reached 
enormous proportions at times with 
Skorich using nine different players at 
the defensive end positions. 

After key injuries to defensive ends 
Joe Jones, Ron Snidow and rookie Les- 
ter Sims and center Jim Copeland, 
Skorich had to do something compar- 
able to the Ali Shuffle. The beleaguered 
field boss moved people around on both 
the offensive and defensive lines and 
came up with a competitive bunch. At 
least the lines were better than some 
of Dangerfield’s. 

The Browns finished with the No. 1 
pass defense in the AFC. Most of the 
credit belonged to Walter Johnson and 
Jerry Shark—whom Skorich called “the 
two best tackles in the league”—and 
defensive backfield composed of Clar- 
ence Scott, Tom Darden, Ben Davis, 
Walt Sumner, Clifford Brooks and 
Bobby Majors. 

Among the linebackers doing, the 
bulk of the work in 1972-73 were eight- 


year veteran Dale Lindsey, six-year 
man Billy Andrews and Charlie Hall, 
the youngest of the trio with two years’ 
experience. They'll probably bedoingthe 
bulk of the work in 1973-74 as well, 
although hard competition will come 
from steadily-improving Rick Kingrea, 
Mel Long, John Garlington and Andy 
Dorris, a high draft pick from New Mex- 
ico State. ; 

Along with Dorris, the Browns sup- 


ported their strengths—and weaknes- 
ses—with the selections of Arizona 
State wide receiver Steve Holden; 
Southern Cal tackle Pete Adams; defen- 
sive back Jim Stienke of Southwestern 
Texas State; defensive end Bob Crum 
of Arizona, Oklahoma running back 
Greg Pruitt and quarterback Randolph 
Mattingly of Evansville. 


Crum, Adams and Pruitt were obvi- 
ous selections since the Browns were 
looking for another capable lineman or 
two and a runner to give aging Leroy 
Kelly and Bo Scott some assistance. But 
Mattingly was a puzzling pick because 
Cleveland already has Mike Phipps and 
Don Horn on the premises. 

Phipps, after sharing the job for a 
long time with Bill Nelsen, finally 
moved in as the Browns’ No. 1 quarter- 
back and appeared to gain confidence 
with each succeeding Sunday. Hegained 
so much confidence, and so much 
respect from his teammates in fact, that 


he was voted the Browns’ Most Valu- 
able Player along with receiver Frank 
Pitts. Horn, the veteran quarterback, 
was obtained from Denver as a backup- 
man in the off-season 

Pruitt joins Kelly and Scott in a back- 
field whose candidates also include Ken 
Brown, Bo Cornell and Billy Lefear. 
Holden, who hopes to give the Browns 
another serious deep threat with Pitts, 
joins a fine receiving staff that also 
includes Fair Hooker, Milt Morin and 
Chip Glass. 

Guards Gene Hickerson and John 
Demarie and center Bob DeMarco, 
obtained after Copeland’s injury, will 
provide able bodyguards for the offen- 
sive backfield. And Don Cockroft, who 
won the Golden Toe Award in 1972-73, 
gives the Browns’ kicking game some 
clout, height and depth. Either their 
opponents at least give the Browns 
some respect in that department, or 
Cockroft will kick it out of them. a&

JOHN MATUSZAK HAS been 
described as a Superman and the Hous- 
ton Oilers will need a hero of that prop- 
ortion this year. As a matter of fact, 
Batman and Robin wouldn’t hurt, 
either. 

The Oilers’ capers reached comic book 
lunacy last season, resulting in a pathe- 
tie 1-13 record that was the worst in 
pro football. 

Thus, they were afforded the dubious 
honor of picking first in the college draft 
and came up with Tampa University’s 
surly defensive tackle. 

“He’s a mentally tough guy and what 
this team needs is mental toughness,” 
said Houston Oiler Coach Bill Peterson 
when selecting the 6-foot-7, 275-pound 
brute. 

“We needed a good lineman,” added 
Peterson. “We think he is an outstand- 
ing football player who can come right 
in and play for us.” 

The trouble is, the Oilers can use 
more than one player who can come 
right in and play for them. With the 


exception of quarterback Dan Pasto- 
rini, there wasn’t a position the skidd- 
ing Oilers could call firm last year. 

One look at the statistics told the 
comical Houston story. The Oilers were 
last in offense and next-to-last in 
defense in the American Conference 
and had to endure the humiliation of 
scornful hometown fans. 

Pastorini, a bright spot in this dark 
picture, endured serial-like escapades 
each week behind an ineffective offen- 
sive line. He was sacked 38 times last 
year. Peterson, trying to rebuild a team 
that hadn’t had a winning season since 
1967, counted on Walt Suggs, Elbert 
Drungo and Bob Wells to secure the 
offensive line. But Suggs retired and 
Drungo and Wells both suffered 
injuries. 

Pastorini’s mates in the backfield 
weren't all that much help, either. The 
starting runners were Hoyle Granger, 
who came back as a free agent after 
a visit with New Orleans, and rookie 
Willie Rodgers, a 12th-round draft 
choice. The backup runner was Al 
Johnson, a converted quarterback from 
Cincinnati who was another free agent. 
Needless to say, none of them set the 
Oilers on fire. 

The Oilers, naturally, couldn’t stand 
pat with this team and tried to rear- 
range their character with off-season 
trades and draft picks. The priorities 
were, in this order; offensive guard or 
tackle; middle linebacker; running 
back with size and power, defensive end 
and tight end. 

Here’s what they did: 

They obtained linebacker Paul 
Guidry from Buffalo for defensive end 
Allen Aldridge; they traded guard Tom 
Regner to Baltimore for center Bill Cur- 
ry; they dispatched defensive tackle 
Mike Tilleman to Atlanta for a draft 
choice; they used that draft choice to 
make another first-round selection 
behind Matuszak, Iowa State runner 
George Amundson. 

Also among the Oilers’ 16 draft 
choices were three linebackers, three 
wide receivers, two defensive backs and 
a tight end, offensive tackle, kicker, 
defensive tackle, guard and center. 

“All I’m asking is a little patience.” 
says Peterson, trying to hold off the 
wrath of the fans. 

Maybe Superman — er, Matuszak — 
will come to his rescue. a 
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AFC West

GEORGE BLANDA COULD do worse 
than give his body to medical science 
when—and if—he retires. The doctors 
no doubt would have some time with 
him. 

Oakland’s Geritol Giant is 47 years 
old going on 21, it seems. He’s logically 
too old to play pro football, but there 
he is at any rate. 

It’s a medical miracle, by George. 

Blanda will be around for his 24th 
season and the Raiders just wouldn’t 
be the Raiders without him. He was 
absolutely brilliant and obviously 
resilient last season, doing all the kick- 
ing chores for Oakland and booting his 
team into the AFC playoffs. 

Get a load of the lifetime records of 
football’s Old Man River: 

Most seasons, 23; most games, 298; 
most points scored, 1,742; most seasons 
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leading in extra points, 6; most field 
goals, 288; most field goal attempts, 
557. 


In addition, Blanda has played in 182 
consecutive games over 13 years. And 
last year, naturally, was the oldest 
player ever to make an appearance in 
post-season competition. 


Somehow it just doesn’t seem logical 
that anyone will take his place in the 
near future. However, the Raiders are 
preparing for such an eventuality with 
the addition of a kicker. 

Ray Guy wasn’t even born when 
Blanda began his pro career in 1949, 
but the chances are that he'll be around 
after Oakland’s veteran retires. The 
Raiders made the Southern Mississippi 
kicker-safety their No. 1 choice in the 
college draft this year. Notice that 


Coach John Madden made sure he got 
a guy to play more than one position, 
since the chances are he won’t step into 
the No. 1 kicking assignment right 
away. 

“Oakland was one of the teams I 
wanted to go with,” said Guy upon 
learning he was selected by the AFC’s 
defending West champions. “It’s just 
great, fantastic. ’m looking forward to 
playing with the Raiders—they'll be 
contenders.” 

How happy Guy will be with Oakland 
if he doesn’t get much work is academic, 
but he’s right about one thing. The 
Raiders will be contenders this year. 

Not only will Blanda be back to spice 
up Oakland’s kicking game, he'll also 
serve in his customary position as back- 
up to quarterback Daryle Lamonica. 
The Raiders’ ace, though, may not need 
any help if he has another season like 
last year. 

Lamonica ranked second in passing 
in the AFC, completing 53 per cent of 
his tosses for 1,998 yards and 18 
touchdowns. The Raider offense was as 
effective as it’s been in many seasons, 
averaging 169.2 yards per game in the 
passing department and 169.7 in rush- 
ing for an overall third in the AFC. 

Teaming with Lamonica in Oak- 
land’s dazzling passing game are Fred 
Biletnikoff, Mike Siani and Raymond 
Chester. Biletnikoff has clearly estab- 
lished himself as the star of the receiv- 
ing corps with two straight seasons as 
the AFC’s statistical leader. 

The Raiders’ amazing offensive bal- 
ance is reflected in a weighty running 
game led by Marv Hubbard and Charlie 
Smith. Hubbard compiled 1,100 yards 
overland in 1972-73 and together, the 
pair rushed for nearly 1,800. 

Another reason why Madden’s club 
won its fifth West title in six years was 
an outstanding offensive line consisting 
of tackles Art Shell and Bob Brown, 
guards Gene Upshaw and George 
Buehler and center Jim Otto. 

The defense isn’t as sensational, but 
still quite professional, with some glit- 
tering personnel such as tackle Art 
Thoms, safeties Jack Tatum and George 
Atkinson; corner backs Nemiah Wilson 
and Willie Brown and linebacker Phil 
Villapiano.

LAST YEAR,THE Kansas City Chiefs 
looked like a bunch of dead Indians. 
However, they figure to play like a 
bunch of wild Indians this year. 

They’ve added some life to their 
offense with several new faces, includ- 
ing running back Willie Ellison. 

“Although I don’t like to say that any- 
body can move into a starting position 
right away, it is reasonable to assume 
that Ellison could step in and do the 
job,” says Kansas City Coach Hank 
Stram. 

The job that requires the most atten- 
tion in the Kansas City store is in the 
running department, where Stram has 
some able workers but no one with any 
real authority. Thus Ellison was 
obtained from the Los Angeles Rams 
along with quarterback Pete Beathard 
in a deal last winter. 

Stram, who gave up two high draft 
choices and linebacker Bob Stein, obvi- 


ously thought he made a pretty good 
deal. Ellison was the No. 10 rusher in 
the National Conference last year and 
Beathard will be a perfect backup quar- 
terback to Len Dawson because of his 
experience. 


“We're very pleased that we got two 
players who have already proven that 
they can play in the National Football 
League,” said Stram. 


Ellison gained 764 yards on the 
ground last year for LA, arunaway mar- 
gin compared to Ed Podolak, who was 
tops on the Chiefs with 615. Ellison’s 
total also was distinctly better than 
that of Wendell Hayes, Kansas City’s 
No. 2 rusher with 536. The 27-year-old 
Ellis, incidentally, holds the NFL rush- 
ing record for one game, with 247 yards 
against New Orleans in 1971. 


Beathard, who started his pro career 
in 1964 with the Chiefs and has spent 


time with Houston and St. Louis as well 
as Los Angeles, has a powerful arm and 
the ability to scramble. He can give 
Dawson proper moments of rest, since 
the Chiefs’ veteran is starting his 17th 
season and will need to catch his breath 
once in a while. 

“You can never go into a season with 
too many quarterbacks,” says Stram, 
who may not have too many but cer- 
tainly does have plenty. 

Along with Dawson, who could be 
playing his last season, and Beathard, 
there are Mike Livingston and Dean 
Carlson. 

Whatever help Stram can get in the 
offensive department will be an 
improvement over last season. It was 
lack of consistency in that area that 
forced the usually strong Chiefs to set- 
tle for second in the AFC West with 
an 8-6 record. 

Along with the backfield reinforce- 
ments, Stram acquired other additions 
to buttress Kansas City’s attacking 
forces. The Chiefs got tackle Francis 
Peay ina trade with the Green Bay Pack- 
ers and made another tackle their No. 
2 choice in the college draft, Paul 
Krause of Central Michigan State. The 
aging offensive line was another Chief 
problem spot last year. At times there 
was a total of 40 years’ experience on 
the slowed-down offensive front. 

Stram not only got help for the offen- 
sive backfield and line, he didn’t neglect 
the receiving corps, either. Tight end 
Gary Butler of Rice, the Chiefs’ No. 1 
college draft pick, will compete for a 
starting job with veterans Willie 
Frazier and Morris Stroud. Wide 
receivers Otis Taylor and Elmo Wright 
will help Dawson throw a balanced 
blend of running and passing at the 
opposition. 

The Chiefs have also strengthened 
themselves on defense, although that 
was hardly a specific need for the new 
year. Gerry Philbin, the New York Jets’ 
talented end, was obtained in a trade. 
He joins a strong Front Four, which 
includes all-stars Curley Culp and Buck 
Buchanan. 

Kansas City’s linebackers—Willie 
Lanier, Jim Lynch and Bobby Bell—are 
as good as any; Jim Marsalis and 
Emmitt Thomas are a couple of stand- 
outs at the corners and Jim Kearney 
and Mike Sensibaugh, who led the AFC 
with eight interceptions, will be the 
safeties again. a

SAN DIEGO CHARGERS 


WAKE JOHNNY UNITAS out of a nap 
and he might peel off a running play, 
throw a short pass and then go for the 
bomb. That’s because he’s been 
sleeping, eating and drinking football 
for most of his life, which is now into 
its 40th year. 

It is because of this supreme dedica- 
tion to the game he loves that the San 
Diego Chargers paid the Baltimore 
Colts a reported $300,000 for their 
quarterback last winter despite his 
advancing age. 

“He will give us strong leadership,” 
says Coach Harland Svare. 

Ifhe does, the Colts may be sorry that 
they unloaded their discontented vet- 
eran. There have been cases of aging 
stars who discovered the Fountain of 
Youth with other teams. Certainly, 
Southern California’s warm weather 
can’t hurt a 40-year-old arm. 

Unitas, who did more for the Colts 
than any other player in their history, 
nevertheless left the organization in the 
unhappiest of circumstances. He had 
lost his No. 1 status recently in the 
revolution of a youth movement and 
was no Easy Rider on a bench. 

“Play me or trade me,” he said, and 
he got his wish although San Diego 
wasn’t exactly where he wanted to go. 
He preferred to be traded to a team that 
didn’t have a 4-9-1 record and last-place 
stature in the AFC West in 1972-73. 

However, with Unitas and a few 
other “new” faces with the team, the 
Chargers may soon be the “Over- 
The-Hill-Gang” of the West. Coach Har- 
land Svare, of course, has been trying 
to duplicate George Allen’s “win now”

philosophy at Washington by dealing 
off college draft picks for veterans. 

In his first year last season, Svare 
made 23 trades. And he’s not doing too 
badly so far this year. Svare also 
acquired runner Tom Matte in a 
separate deal with Baltimore and 
defensive end Coy Bacon and runner 
Bob Thomas from the Los Angeles 
Rams among his 1973 swaps. 

He’s proudest of the acquisitions of 
Unitas and Matte, who’s no youngster 
either at 33. 

“We realize that Tom is not in the 
middle of his career, but we believe he 
will be a welcome addition to the 
Chargers,” said Svare. 

Unitas, who has lost some of the 
power out of his good right arm but 
nevertheless is a master at picking 
apart zone defenses, will no doubt be 
Svare’s No. 1 quarterback unless he 
doesn’t show up. Unitas replaces long- 
time San Diego star John Hadl, who 
was dispatched to Los Angeles in the 
trade for Bacon and Thomas. 

Since Wayne Clark threw only six 
passes last year and because Unitas 
isn’t as young as he used to be and owing 
to the fact that the Chargers had no 
one else, Svare grabbed two more quar- 
terbacks in the college draft among his 
modest 16 picks. Dan Fouts of Oregon 
and Tony Adams of Utah State will join 
the venerable Johnny U. 

Matte and Thomas will compete for 
backfield jobs with one of the best 1-2 
running combinations in the business 
—Mike Garrett and Cid Edwards, Gar- 
rett rushed for 1,031 yards last year and 
Edwards chalked up 679, mostly on 
inside blasting. 

While Svare drafted 25th on the first 
round because of previous trades, he did 
manage to come up with a Heisman 
Trophy winner, Nebraska’s Johnny 
Rodgers. 

Rodgers will be tried as a receiver 
in a pass-catching group that includes 
Gary Garrison, Pettis Norman, Chuck 
Dicus and Dave Williams. 

Guard Walt Sweeney, who has never 
missed a game since joining the Char- 
gers in 1963, will be around to add to 
his consecutive game streak of 140. The 
defense will have some old familiar 
faces, too, with Deacon Jones, Lionel 
Aldridge, Dave Costa and Ron East on 
the line, Tim Rossovich and Pete 
Lazetich at linebacker positions, Joe 
Beauchamp at one of the corners and 
safety Brian Salter. a

JOHN_RALSTON’S FIRST season in 
the National Football League was a los- 
ing one and a bitter pill to swallow 
for the former successful college coach. 

Get set for Excedrin Headache No. 
2, John. There seems to be no relief in 
sight for pro football’s all-time losers. 

The Broncos, who have never had a 
winning season in their franchise’s 13- 
year history, seem most certainly 
headed toward another disaster in 
1973-74. It could be worse, even, than 
last. year’s 5-9 record and third-place 
finish in the West. 

The reason for pessimism is the 
defense—or, rather, lack of it. Despite 
one of the most high-powered. offensive 
units in the American Conférence, the 
Broncos still gave up more points than 
they scored last season. 

They'll be losing those 45-24 games 
again this year unless Ralston’s come 
up with some nasty defensive linemen 
in the college draft. Ralston ignored the 
obvious need on the first round and 


selected a relatively small running 
back to go with Floyd Little and Bobby 


Anderson. Otis Armstrong of Purdue 
was the Broncos’ No. 1 choice, a puzz- 
ling selection for a team that needs 
ballhawks, not ball-carriers. 

But then Ralston seemed to do the 
logical thing with the Broncos’ No. 2 
choice by getting Barney Chavous, a 
big, active guy from Brigham Young 
who can play either defensive tackle or 
end. 

He might help the Denver team 
return to its resilient defensive form of 
two years ago, when the Broncos led 
the National Football League in bust- 
ing quarterbacks. They had 44 sacks 
that season. 

Ralston is optimistic, if no one else 
is. He bases that high feeling on the 
end of last season, when his team had 
“momentum” with victories over San 
Diego and New England. 

“The momentum we have from those 
last two games is a real springboard 
for us going into camp this year,” says 
the former Stanford coach. “That’s 
important, and believe me, we’re going 
to give everyone a run for their money 
in 1973.” 

Rich Jackson, Pete Duranko and Lyle 
Alzado will have to return to their pre- 
vious rich form on that defensive line 
if Ralston’s dream is to come true this 
year. Another factor is Denver's defen- 
sive backfield, buttressed by Leroy 
Mitchell, which set four. club records 
two years ago but fell apart in 1972-73. 

The offense is the pride and power 
of this year’s team, quite a change from 
the Broncos of 1971-72 who only scored 
18 touchdowns all season. Led by Lit- 
tle’s club-record 13, Denver racked up 
38 TDs last year and 325 points. Little 
also accounted for 859 yards rushing 
despite a late-season injury. Anderson, 
by the way, also was injured but still 
managed 319 yards overland. 

The biggest surprise on offense was 
quarterback Charley Johnson, who 
came to training camp in a trade, didn’t 
take over the starting job until the sixth 
game and still managed to pass for 
1,783 yards and 14 touchdowns. He 
intercepted the No. 1 assignment from 
Steve Ramsey, who himself passed for 
more than 1,000 yards last season. 

A victim of seven operations in the 
past, Johnson can’t wait to start 
another season. “For the first time I can 
remember, I won’t be coming back from 
surgery,” he says. “I’ve never felt 
better.” : 

The fine play of wide receivers Rod 
Sherman, Jerry Simmons and Haven 
Moses and tight ends Billy Masters and 
Riley Odoms also might give Ralston 
something cheerful to think about as 
the Broncos prepare for the new season. 

Tackles Marv Montgomery and Mike 
Current and guard George Goeddeke 
will be classified among the offensive 
linemen and Jim Turner will be virtu-

That is not a revolving door. It’s just Dallas’ two quarterbacks, Roger Staubach and Craig Morton (14), changing places... again. 


CALVIN HILL MADE it over the 1,000- 
yard mark in rushing in 1972, the first 
Cowboy to achieve that distinction, 
Craig Morton shattered a passing 
record and rookie kicker Toni Frisch 
snapped another mark in 1972. 

But 1973 looks like trouble for Coach 
Tom Landry and his Cowboys in search 
of an eighth consecutive playoff berth. 

Age and discontent seem to be peek- 
ing over his shoulder. 

Landry rid himself of controversial 
Duane Thomas, after the fleet running 
back had helped Dallas to victory in 
Super Bowl IV. Now it’s Lance Alworth, 
Bob Hayes and Herb Adderley, hoping 
to get out from Dallas and to greener 
pastures. 

All three—proven NFL stars in past 
years—have been seeing much bench 
time and want out. 

Injuries hampered the Cowboys in 
1972 with Bob Lilly slowed with a back 
ailment and Chuck Howley disabled by 
a crippling knee injury late in the 
season. Super Bowl hero of two years 
ago Roger Staubach, had his shoulder 
separated in pre-season and never got 
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going after returning late in the season. 

Morton took over the No. 1 quarter- 
back spot and performed admirably, 
setting a club record with 185 comple- 
tions while Hill, enjoying his first 
injury-free season since joining Dallas 
in 1969, rambled for 1,036 yards. 

The 6-foot-4, 220-pounder, also set a 
club standard of 43 pass receptions by 
a back for 364 yards. Cool Calvin scored 
six times on the ground, caught three 
others and tossed a 55-yard TD pass. 

Running mate Walt Garrison also 
had a fine season, rushing for 784 yards 
and caught 37 passes for 390 yards. 

The Cowboys finished second in the 
National Conference in total offense 
with 4,446 yards and were first in rush- 
ing defense. However against the pass, 
the Cowboys were vulnerable, allowing 
2,240 yards, ninth in the 13-team con- 
ference. 

Adderley was benched in favor of cor- 
nerback Charlie Waters after eight 
games, apparently Landry felt the 
former Green Bay star was hurting the 
team’s pass defense. Adderley dis- 
agreed and wants out.

The secondary still has veterans Mel 
Renfro and Cornell Green and Landry 
will count on the same faces back there 
with little help coming in the draft. 

Kicker Frisch set a Cowboy record 


-with 21 field gcals in 36 tries and is 


expected to get better. 

Lilly and Jethro Pugh again anchor 
the defensive line with Leroy Jordan 
in the middle of the linebackers. 
Howley, at 36, is questionable. 

The defense is aging with defensive 
end Tody Smith the only bright young- 
ster. 

The Cowboys’ No. 1 draft choice was 
tight end Billy Joe Dupree of Michigan 
State, who is expected to take over for 
retired Mike Ditka. Golden Richards, 
a punt returner and possible at flanker 
was a No. 2 choice out of Hawaii. 


1973 could be the last hurrah for Lan- 
dry and his Cowboys before a complete 
rebuilding job is necessary. But Dallas 
has been in contention for so long now, 
it may be a habit. Only time will tell, 
but it appears that the dynasty is 
cracking. a

NEW YORK GIANTS 


FRAN TARKENTON WAS gone and 
Alex Webster’s job was tottering. That 
was before the 1972 season. But the 
combination of a well-traveled quarter- 
back, a healthy Ron Johnson and a 
tough, young defense transformed the 
New York Giants into a fine football 
team last year and bigger things are 
expected in 1973. Norm Snead came 
as a throw-in in the Tarkenton deal 
with the Minnesota Vikings, and pro- 
ceeded to lead the NFC in passing, pac- 
ing the Giants to an 8-6 mark, only the 
second time in the last 10 years the New 
Yorkers finished over the .500 plateau. 

The big question of 1973 is where will 
the Giants play? Yankee Stadium is 
being renovated and chances are the 
site will be Yale University in Con- 
necticut or Princeton in New Jersey, 
where the Giants expect to move in 
1975. 

After the Giants won their final 1972 
game over Dallas, Cowboys’ Coach Tom 
Landry said of Webster: “He’s doing a 
great job. I don’t think I’ve seen a more 
well prepared team all year.” 

And the most prepared was Johnson, 
who missed most of 1971 with knee sur- 
gery, but came back to rush for 1,182 
yards and 14 touchdowns. Snead was 
uncanny, hitting for over 60 per cent 
of his passes for 2,307 yards and 17 TDs, 
with tight end Bob Tucker his favorite 
target, snaring 55 for 764 yards. 

But the enormous improvement of 
the defense is what makes the Giants 
a team to be reckoned with. 

The rookie crop brought a harvest 
which included defensive linemen John 
Mendenhall and Larry Jackobson, 
along with Tom Gatewood, John Hill, 
Mark Ellison, and No. 1 Eldridge Small. 

Jack Gregory, who came from Cleve- 
land, emerged as an all-pro at defense 
end, leading the NFL with 21 sacks of 
opposing quarterbacks, three more 
than the entire 1971 Giants team 
accumulated. 

Improvement of the defense, which 
gave up 1,855 yards on the ground and 
2,339 in the air, helped mold the secon- 
dary which included two newcomers to 
the starting four. 

Dick Athas and Richmond Flowers 
came on strong to blend in with vets 
Spider Lockhart and Willie Williams. 

The Snead-led offense was the leader 
in yardage in the NFC, accumulating 
4,483 yards. 

And ifthe 1973 draft choices blossom,

the Giants could bloom in a hurry. 

The top choice went to Cleveland in 
the Gregory deal but Webster and his 
scouts came up with three All- 
Americans in Brad Van Pelt, a defen- 
sive back from Michigan State, who will 
be tried as a linebacker; Rich Glover, 
Nebraska’s all-everything, either at 
linebacker or defensive end; and Leon 
McQuay, Tampa’s bruising runner, who 
has played in Canada the past two 
years. 

The Giants have a fine trio of line- 
backers in youngsters Ron Hornsby, 
Jim Files and Pat Hughes. 

The outspoken Hughes proclaims 
that 1973 is the year for the Giants. 

“We are going to beat the devil out 
of everybody this year. We’re ready 
now, the whole team and the three 
linebackers.” 

According to the oddsmakers in Las 
Vegas, Hughes may be right. 

The Giants are 4-1 to make the play- 
offs. A year ago they were 40-1. a

ST. LOUIS CARDINALS 


THE ST. LOUIS Cardinals have one 
gaping problem. They started out fast 
and closed fast in 1972. In between, 
however, was something else. 

To find a solution, the Cardinals went 
out and found themselves a new 
coach—Don Coryell, a former college 
head man at San Diego State. 

“We have added some talented 
players to several areas, andI can’t wait 
to see how they will perform,” Coryell 
said after the 1973 draft. 

No. 1 choice was 280-pound defensive 
tackle Dave Butz of Purdue with quar- 
terback Gary Keithley of Texas E] Paso, 
guard Fred Sturt of Bowling Green and 
running back Terry Metcalf of Fresno 
State other high choices. 

The Cards are optimistic after closing 
out 1972 with consecutive victories over 
Los Angeles and Philadelphia. It added 
up to a 4-9-1 ledger, including eight 
weeks in the middle of the schedule 
without victory. 

To add to the losses, No. 8 all-pro 
safety Larry Wilson retired, winding up 
a career of 169 consecutive games in 
which he intercepted 52 passes in 13 
seasons. 


To add to the frustration of last year, 
the Cards completed a 98-yard pass 
which did not end in a touchdown, a 
NFL record. 

The oddity occurred when quarter- 
back Jim Hart hit rookie Bobby 
Moore midway in the season. 


Statistically the Cardinals were the 
worst team in the NFC last season, fin- 
ishing last in offense and defense. The 
offense gained but 3,267 yards while the 
defense allowed 4,739. 

The puny figures of the team leaders 
tell what kind of year it was. 

Donny Anderson led the rushers with 
536 yards; Gary Cuozzo hit on 69 of 158 
passes for 897 yards while Jim Hart was 
60 of 119 for 857 yards. John Roland 
had 38 receptions for 321 yards while 
Anderson punted for 39.5 average. Help 
indeed is needed. 

Butz should help beef up the offensive 
line, giving Cuozzo, Hart or rookie 
Keithley more protection and helping 
to open more holes for Roland and 
Anderson. Pass catching is in the hands 
of Walker Gillette, Jackie Smith and 
Bobby Moore. Place kicker Jim Bakken 
is adequate. 

Larry Stallings at linebacker is a

St. Louis last season. It is natural, 


considering the kind of season the Cardinals had, that the play did not score. 


standout while young Norm Thompson 
heads the inexperienced defensive 
backfield. 

Coryell concentrated on the offensive 
line in the draft, snaring five.

PHILADELPHIA EAGLES 


THE CITY OF Philadelphia has 
been known for its losers for many years 
now and Eagles’ owner Leonard Tose 
is trying to change that image. 

He went out and fired head Coach 
Ed Khyayat and all his assistants and 
came up with a new coach in Mike 
McCormack. 

But for 1973, nothing is going to help 
the Eagles and it will be a basement 
finish again. 

However the Eagles did get a good 
draft and second year quarterback John 
Reaves should improve with exper- 
ience. Even Reaves will admit it was 
an experience playing with the falter- 
ing Eagles last year. 

NO. 1 draft choices Jerry Sisemore, 
the monstrous offensive tackle from 
Texas and Southern California’s fine 
tight end Charlie Young, should bolster 
the offense along with second draft 
choice Guy Morris, a guard from Texas 
Christian. 

Other bright spots are All-Pro Bill 
Bradley at safety, who led the NFL in 
interceptions with 11 and Harold

yards. 

Ron “Po” James led the Eagles in 
rushing as a rookie with 565 yards but 
the fourth round draft choice out of New 
Mexico State needs help. If he gets it, 
the 5-foot-11, 202-pounder could 
emerge as one of the league’s most excit- 
ing runners. 

Reaves, who completed but 108 of 224 
passes for 1,508 yards and seven 
touchdowns has asked for play-calling 
help from the coaches. 

“I don’t know how to call them,” 
Reaves admits. “I haven’t called them 
since my sophomore year in college.” 

It is expected that McCormack will 
comply with Reaves’ request in 1973. 

_In 1972, the Eagles were 12th in total 
offense and defense but the acquisition 
of Norm Bulaich from Baltimore to com- 
plement James should make the run- 
ning game more respectable and put 
some Eagles points on the board. Ron- 
nie Bull was also picked up from the 
Chicago Bears. 

Guard Henry Allison is the only 
definite starter on the offensive front 
line with Sisemore, Young and Morris 
getting long looks at fitting right in.

MINNESOTA VIKINGS 


IT HAD BEEN four years since Bud 
Grant’s Minnesota Vikings failed to 
win the Central Division Title. Until 
1972, that is... the year the Super 
Bow! was finally going to be captured 
by Grant’s icemen. 

But an odd thing happened, the Vik- 
ings stumbled early and came home a 
dismal 7-7 while Green Bay moved to 
the title. 

The Vikings had acquired Fran Tar- 
kenton and wide receiver John Gilliam 
to beef up the offensive attack to go with 
the vaunted defense. The Vikings 
scored more points but also allowed 
more and lost a few games in the last 
minutes. 

That was last year. The lesson was 
learned and the Vikings will be the rage 
of the league in 1973. 

Although the Vikings are one of pro 
football’s older teams, this doesn’t 
worry Grant. 

“Age doesn’t concern us, performance 
does. If you look at the rosters of the 
successful teams you will find older 
players.” 

Statistically Tarkenton did his job in 
his return to the Vikings after a five- 
year absence with the New York 
Giants. The 33-year-old quarterback 
was tied for first in the rankings, hit- 
ting on 215 of 371 passes for 2,035 
yards. 

The passing game was good enough 
to rank second in the NFC with 2,523 
yards but a woeful running attack 
which ranked only ninth with 1,740 
yards needs punch. 

Grant went to the draft and came out 
with Chuck Foreman, a No. 1 choice 
out of the University of Miami. “We had 
Foreman rated as the best of the run- 
ning backs,” Grant said. The 6-foot-1, 
206-pounder starred in the North- 
South and Senior Bowl games. 

Add Foreman to second year running 
back Ed Marinaro and Oscar Reed, who 
led the team with 639 rushing yards 
and the potential is there. 

The Vikings went for Jackie Wallace, 
a defensive back out of Arizona in the 
second round and Jim Lash a wide 
receiver from Northwestern in round 
three. A sleeper may well be Brent 
McClanahan, a running back from 
Arizona State, who came in the fifth 
round. 

John Beasley at tight end and Gene 
Washington at wide receiver will main- 
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but the Vikings only managed a break-even 7-7 season under their new passer.

Alderman and Ron Yary at tackles, 
Milt Sunde and Ed White at guards and 
Mick Tinglehoff at center.

GREEN BAY PACKERS 


Big John Brockington bulled his way to 
1,027 yards gained rushing for Green Bay. 


THE PACK CAME back in 1972 after 
an absence of five years but it will only 
be a temporary stay atop the Central 
Division. 

A fantastic draft a year ago gave the 
Packers two of the top rookies of the 
year in starting cornerback Willie 
Buchanon and _ record-setting 
placekicker Chester Marcol, 

But lack of a top-flight quarterback 
will force Green Bay back into the pack 
in 1973. 

The return to power was marked 
primarily by an improved defense, par- 
ticularly the pass coverage which 
allowed only seven touchdowns, 226 
points and sacked quarterbacks 29 
times and the kicking game as Marcol 
booted 33 field goals, as many as the 
Packers had kicked in five previous sea- 
sons. 


And the running of second-year man 
John Brockington, who became the first 
runner in the 53-year history of the 
NFL to gain over 1,000 yards in his first 


two seasons. 
Combined with MacArthur Lane, 


who came in a trade from St. Louis for 
Donnie Anderson, the duo helped Green 
Bay to a third-place rushing ranking 
with 2,127 yards. 

However the passing of Scott Hunter, 
who connected on only 69 of 158 passes 
for 897 yards and five touchdowns sent 
the Packers to a 10th place finish in 
total offense with only 3,359 yards. 


To vie again for conference honors 
Hunter or backup man Jerry Tagge will 
have to improve. The 1973 draft was 
slim after No. 1 choice Barry Smith, 
a wide receiver from Florida State, was 
chosen. The Nos. 2 and 4 choices were 
traded away and Tom MacLeod, a 
linebacker from Minnesota was a third 
choice. 

Another standout was cornerback 
Ken Ellis who led the league in punt 
returns with a 15.4 average. 

Green Bay’s defense allowed only 
3,474 yards, good enough to lead the 
NFC, allowing only 1,517 yards rushing 
and 11957 by the pass. 

The Packers of Dan Devine moved to 
bolster their defense in the offseason 
by acquiring defensive tackle Carleton 
Oats from Oakland and defensive end 
Aaron Brown from Kansas City. Ver- 
non Vanoy moved to the Raiders while 
Francis Peay went to the Chiefs. 

In the defensive backfield along with 
Ellis and Buchanon will be Al Mathews 
and Jim Hill while the linebackers are 
spearheaded by Jim Carter and Fred 
Carr. The defensive line is tough and 
youthful with Mike McCoy and Bob 
Brown at the tackles and Alden Roche, 
Brown and Clarence Williams at the 
ends. 

Smith, veteran Carroll Dale, John 
Spilis and Rich McGeorge are the 
receivers while Gale Gillingham and 
Malcolm Snider return at guard spots 
with Dick Himes, Dave Bradley and 
Bill Hayhoe at the tackles. Ken Bow- 
man is the center. 

The Packers dramatic turnabout in 
1972 from a 4-8 mark to 10-4 and a 
playoff spot can be traced to a youthful 
squad blending together. But 1973 will 
find it tougher going, especially if 
Hunter or Tagge failto improve. &

DETROIT LIONS 


Greg Landry passed for better than 2,000 y. 
DON MCCAFFERTY HAS taken over 
the helm of the Detroit Lions and will 
try to do what his predecessor Joe 
Schmidt couldn’t—bring a champion- 
ship to the Motor City. 

Schmidt quit in frustration after the 
1972 season, a year in which the Lions 
were supposed to win it all — or at least 
come close. 

But that has been Detroit’s story for 
the past three years, close but no cigar. 

McCaffery, another nice guy, has 
excellent material but was fired from 
Baltimore last year for not being tough 
enough. It remains to be seen if he can 
guide the Lions to a title. 

Injuries certainly hurt the Lions a 
year ago, losing premier tight end 
Charlie Sanders for most of the cam- 
paign and gaining only part-time ser- 
vices from bulldog fullback Steve 
Owens, who had rushed for over 1,000 
yards the previous year. 

Also Greg Landry’s passing was 
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below par although the rugged 6-foot-4 
former Massachusetts ace did rush for 
524 yards. 

Landry hit on only 134 of 268 passes 
for 2,066 yards and 18 touchdowns, 
while guiding the offense to a mediocre 
sixth place finish with 4,155 total yards. 
Broken down, the Lions were eighth in 
passing with 2,134 yards and eighth by 
the rush with 2,021 yards. 

- Altie Taylor led the rushing depart- 
ment with 658 yards while the pass 
catching department, led by speedster 
Ron Jessie, failed to crack the top 15 
in the conference. 

Defensively, the Lions fell to 10th in 
the NFC, giving up 4,208 yards and fin- 
ishing ahead of only the lowly New 
Orleans Saints, Philadelphia Eagles 
and St. Louis Cardinals. 

Against the pass, Detroit managed to 
finish fifth statistically, allowing only 
2.004 yards but teams were able to run 


and 18 touchdowns last season for the Lions. He al 
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so gained 524 yards rushing. 


against the Lions, managing 2,204 
yards, next to last in the NFC. 

To help bolster the pass rush, the 
Lions grabbed off big Ernest Price, a 
defensive end from Texas A&I as their 
No. 1 choice in the college draft. Also 
picked to aid the defense were Jim Las- 
lavic, a linebacker from Penn State, on 
the third round and Levi defensive back 
Johnson, another third round pick, a 
teammate of Price’s at Texas A&I. 

The defense is spearheaded by mid- 
dle linebacker Mike Lucci and corner- 
back Lem Barney. But much help is 
needed in that department, with Price 
hopefully plugging up one of the holes. 

With the return of Sanders and 
Owens to full health and No. 2 draft

Big, red-haired Bobby Douglass was 
the man at the controls of the Bears’ 
non-existent offense last year, setting 
two league records in the process.

One proved his futility as a passer, 
hitting on only 37.8 per cent of his 
attempts while showing his promise as 
a bruising runner, gaining 968 yards 
on 141 carries. However many of his 
bursts were provided on broken pass 
plays. 

Gibron is toying with the idea of mak- 
ing Douglass a running back but the 
plan .depends on whether No. 2 draft

ed the fun, gaining 968 yards to set anall-timerunning record for signal callers. 


choice Gary Huff, Florida State’s excit- 
ing quarterback, can move right in and 
take over. 

The Bears went for defense in taking 
No. 1 draft choice Wallace Chambers, 
a defensive end from Eastern Kentucky 
anda No. 2 choice obtained from Detroit 
in Gary Hrivnak, defensive tackle from 
Purdue. 

To beef up the offense, Gibron 
obtained speedster Carl Garrett from 
New England and Craig Cotton from 
the Lions. 

The Bears should come close again 
to their top ranking in rushing which 
blasted for 2,360 yards with the addi- 
tion of Garrett and rookie Jim Har- 
rison, who rushed for 622 yards last 
year. 


But the passing of Douglass, which 
accounted for but 1,108 yards, has to 
vastly improve, along with the pass 
receiving which saw top-rated receiver 
George Farmer only nab 14 passes all 
season. 

Gibron’s squad, 4-9-1 last year, will 
also have No. 1 draft pick Lionel 
Antoine, out most of the season with 
a knee injury, returning to bolster 
either the offensive or defensive line. 

Others back from the injury list 
include defensive and Willie Holman, 
running back Joe Moore and safety 
Garry Lyle, all attempting to return 
after knee surgery. 


Ron Smith brings life to the Chicago 
crowds with his daring kickoff returns, 
leading the league with a 30.8 average 
last year while interception leader 
Charlie Ford is secure in the defense 
backfield. 

And heading the crunching defense 
which was fourth against the rush, 
allowing 1,751 yards, is the Monster of 
the Midway, Dick Butkus. The premier 
middle linebacker recovered four fum- 
bles last season, increasing his league 
record to 24. 


Looking to 1973, Gibron says, “We 
need a better pass rush ... and Doug- 
lass is my quarterback unless somebody 
beats him out of a job... and if that 
should happen, why, he’ll go out and 
take a job away from somebody else at 
another position.” 

It looks as if Huff may get his chance

THE SAN FRANCISCO 49ers will cap- 
ture their fourth consecutive West title 
before worrying about who they meet 
in the playoffs. 

If it’s Dallas, forget it. Anybody else 
and maybe 1973 will be the year of the 
Super Bowl for Dick Nolan’s club. 

For the past three years the 49ers 
have gone into the playoffs and met the 
Cowboys. And the result has been the 
same each time—three straight losses. 

However before the playoff action, 
the 49ers will again be in a wild, wild 
finish with the Atlanta Falcons gaining 
momentum in the division and Los 
Angeles only another step behind. 

Nolan’s biggest problem will be to 
select his quarterback. Will it be vete- 
ran John Brodie, the 38-year-old signal- 
caller, sidelined most of the season until 
taking over in the playoffs or Steve 
Spurrier, given his first starting shot 
after five years on the bench and lead- 
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ing the 49ers to the playoffs in 1972? 
After Brodie injured an ankle against 
the New York Giants, Spurrier per- 
formed admirably, guiding the 49ers to 
a 5-2-1 record while passing for 18 
touchdowns and 1,983 yards. 

His favorite target was split end Gene 
Washington, who had 46 catches for 918 
yards and eight touchdowns. Ted 
Kwalick, one of the finest tight ends 
around, grabbed off 40 for 751 yards. 

The running game was slowed how- 
ever with Vic Washington leading the 
pack with but 468 yards. Ted Schreiber 
added 422 while veteran Ken Willard 
had 345. 

Despite winning the West with an 8- 
5-1 mark, one less victory than the pre- 
vious year, the 49ers scored 10 more 
touchdowns in 1972, nine by passing. 

The 49ers moved to strengthen their 
defense in the draft, selecting defensive 
back Mike Holmes of Texas Southern 


ear.Brodie was sidelined mostof last season. 
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on the first round and linebacker Willie 
Harper of Nebraska on Round Two. 

In 1972 the 49ers were tops in the 
conference in passing while 10th in 
rushing. Defensively the 49ers were 
eighth overall, sixth against the rush 
and eighth in pass defense. 

The defense is led by all-pro 
linebacker Dave Wilcox while Skip 
Vanderbundt and Frank Nunley make 
up the rest of the middle defense. 

The front four is adquate with defen- 
sive ends Cedrick Hardman and 
Tommy Hart and tackles Charlie 
Krueger, Earl Edwards and Bill Belk. 

The secondary has standout Jimmy 
Johnson, Mel Phillips, Windlan Hall, 
Ralph McGill and Bruce Taylor. 

The race will probably go right down 
to the wire again but the potent offense 
should enable the 49ers to sneak in 
again if they can beat the Falcons twice 
as they did in 1972. a

ATLANTA FALCONS 


THE ATLANTA FALCONS of Coach 
Norm Van Brocklin have been on the 
doorstep of a Western Conference title 
and are hungry for a breakthrough. 

But 1973 will again be a year of the 
near miss for the Falcons, who were still 
in the West race until the final weekend 
a year ago before finishing at 7-7. 

Many team records fell in 1972 as 70 
existing individual marks where shat- 
tered while 38 were tied. 

Dave Hampton was one of the main 
record-breakers. 

The swivel-hipped 25-year-old, 
obtained in a pre-season trade with 
Green Bay, broke six rushing marks. 
The most notable was his 995 rushing 
yards while running mate Art Malone, 
rambled for 798 yards on the ground 
and led the team in pass receiving with 
50 catches for 585 yards. 

However with all the broken records, 
the Falcons still have weaknesses, not- 
ably in place kicking, quarterback and 
the offensive line. 

Bob Berry, statistically was among 


the league’s top passers, connecting on 
154 passes in 277 attempts for 2,158 


yards and 13 touchdowns but in the 
tough games down the stretch, he 
couldn’t ignite the offense. 

Heisman Trophy winner of a year ago 
Pat Sullivan is awaiting in the wings 
and might get his chance in 1973. 

Bill Bell snapped some team records 
too as a placekicker but it was his 
failure to convert an easy 10-yard field 
goal which cost the Falcons one early 
season game and in a crucial contest 
against San Francisco, he missed an 
easy attempt which forced Van Brock- 
lin to alter his plans in the second half, 
choosing to go for touchdowns in field 
goal situations. 

The offensive line is young and must 
improve since no help was provided in 
the draft. Jeff Van Note and George 
Kuntz are the standouts. 

Van Brocklin traded away his No 1 
choice to grab tough defensive tackle 
Mike Tilleman from the Houston 
Oilers, beefing up a front four which 
includes All-pro Claude Humphrey and 
John Zook at ends and Mike Lewis and 
No. 2 draft choice Greg Marx of Notre 
Dame at the tackles. 


The linebacking is adequate in 
Tommy Nobis in the middle, Greg 
Brezina and Don Hansen on the outside 
and Tom Hayes, Ken Reaves, Clarence 
Ellis and Ray Brown. 

Rookie kicker Nick Mike-Mayer of 
Temple, drafted 10th, may be the 
answer to the field goal problems while 
No. 4 Tom Geredine of Northeast Mis- 
souri, will get a big shot at wide 
receiver. 

Tight end Jim Mitchell is one of the 
best in the league while Ken Burrow 
needs help at the other wide receiver 
post. 

The Falcons finished eighth offen- 
sively and fifth defensively. Van Brock- 
lin has plugged up the gap which saw 
Atlanta allow 2,063 yards on the 
ground with Tilleman but the passing 
game needs improvement after ranking 
11th on only 1,919 yards. 


Van Brocklin’s theory is that a tough 
defense can overcome the offensive 
liabilities but San Francisco has proven 
the theory wrong in the West and will 
again in 1973. a

NEW FACES IS the theme in Los 
Angeles in 1973. 

The Rams will have a new coach in 
Chuck Knox and a new quarterback in 
John Hadl but the ending will be 
familiar—back in the pack behind San 
Francisco and Atlanta. 

The Rams got rid of former UCLA 
college coach Tommy Prothro after two 
unsuccessful years and came up with 
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Knox, a former assistant at Detroit. 

Then came the trades. 

First Hadl was acquired from San 
Diego for defensive tackle Coy Bacon 
and running back Bob Thomas. Next, 
rushing leader Willie Ellison was 
shipped off to Kansas City along with 
backup quarterback Pete Beathard for 
linebacker Bob Stein anda pair of draft 
choices. 


Linebacker Jim Purnell was dealt to 
Oakland for a draft choice and defensive 
back Jerry Logan came via a draft pick 
from Baltimore. 

The draft added some new young 
faces in Cullen Bryant, a defensive back 
from Colorado; quarterback Ron 
Jaworski, Youngstown, Ohio; and 
linebacker Jim Youngblood of Tennes- 
see Tech. A darkhorse may be sixth 
choice Steve Jones, a bull of a rusher 
from Duke. 

It may take Knox all pre-season to 
get to know his new Rams and also find 
a solution to his quarterback problem 
since holdover and former Most Valu- 
able Player Roman Gabriel is still 
around. 

Last year, as the Rams stumbled to 
a 6-7-1 mark, Gabriel was hampered 
with a sore arm. Despite his injury, 
Gabe managed to hit on 165 of 323 
attempts for 2,027 yards and 12 
touchdowns. 

Hadl, known as a slinger in the past, 
tossed for 2,449 yards and 15 
touchdowns with the Chargers last year 
but was also intercepted 26 times—the 
most in the NFL. 

However it is reported that the No. 
1 job is his and Gabriel is shopping 
around for another club. 

The Rams are solid in the receiving 
department with Jack Snow, Lance 
Rentzel and Dick Gordon at wide spots 
along with tight end Bob Klein. 

The offensive line is aging with 
tackles Harry Schuh and John Wil- 
liams, guards Tom Mack and Joe 
Scibelli and center Ken Inman while 
the running game is in the hands of 
Jim Bertelsen, Larry Smith, Les 
Josephson and possibly Travis Wil- 
liams, out all last year with knee sur- 
gery. 

Defensively, Merlin Olsen and Phil 
Olsen man the tackle spots while Jack 
Youngblood and Fred Dryer are at the 
ends with linebackers Isiah Robertson, 
Marlin McKeever and Jim Purnell, 
along with Klein from the Chiefs. 

The secondary of Dave Elmendorf, Al 
Clark, Gene Howard and Jim Nettles 
needs some bolstering. 

The rebuilding process will take a 
while for the Rams, especially with a 
pair of old timers at the quarterbacking 
spot and it looks like a long and dreary 
season ahead for Knox and his new

“ARCHIE IS coming along on 
schedule,” says New Orleans Coach 
J.D. Roberts. But the rest of the Saints 
haven’t done as well which means 
another basement berth in 1973. 

Roberts was talking about third year 
quarterback Archie Manning, who was 
the Saints’ only offensive threat a year 
ago. 

SMenniite: the former Mississippi 
great, passed for 2,781 yards and 18 
touchdowns while also rushing for 351 
additional yards, second best on the 
club to Bob Gresham’s 381. 

The Saints only scored 23 touchdowns 
all year and Manning scored two 
besides passing for 18. 

“There should be an even more 
dramatic improvement in Archie’s play 
when our attack is more balanced,” says 
Roberts. “There’s no question he’s the 
key to our offensive success. But it’s 
true he needs lots of help and we hope 
to obtain that for him.” 
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The only immediate help offensively 
could come from running back Pete Van 
Valenburg, of Brigham Young, chosen 
on the third round of the draft. 

The Saints went for defense in a big 
way, trading away their No. 1 draft 
choice to get young Billy Newsome, a 
starting tackle with the Colts and send- 
ing away defensive end Richard Neal 
and defensive back Delles Howell to the 
New York Jets for two draft choices. 

The Saints then plucked a pair of 
defensive ends in the second and third 
rounds, Derland Moore of Oklahoma 
and Steve Baumgartner of Purdue. 

Anything has to help the Saints who 
were 10th against the rush defensively 
and fifth against the pass. 

Offensively, veterans Jake Kupp, 
Glen Ray Hines and Glenn Williams 
are solid up front along with coming 
youngsters Royce Smith and Carl 
Johnson along with Don Morrison. John 
Didion is the center. 


The pass catching department is well 
in hand with Danny Abramowicz and 
Bob Newland wide and Bob Brown at 
tight end. 

Newsome will hopefully anchor the 
revamped front four on defense along 
with rookies Moore and Baumgartner 
and holdovers Joe Owens, Dave Long 
and Doug Mooers. 

The linebacking is in the hands of 
Tom Roussel, Wayne Colman and hope- 
fully Willie Hall, the No. 2 choice of 
a year ago who was nagged by injuries 
last season. 

The secondary has a bright youngster 
in Tom Myers along with Bivian Lee, 
Ernie Jackson and veterans Doug 
Wyatt and Hugo Hollas. 

The emphasis is on a revamped defen- 
sive front four and some help for Archie.
